Providence,  R.I.,  Jan.  6,  1880. 

A  MEETING  of  tlie  descendants  of  the  Pilgrims  John 
and  Samuel  Eddy  was  held  this  day  in  the  Bell-Street 
Chapel  in  Providence.  It  assembled  in  response  to  a 
call  signed  by  James  and  John  Eddy  of  Providence, 
R.  H.  Eddy  of  Boston,  Joshua  M.  Eddy  of  Middleboro', 
and  Charles  E.  Eddy  of  Westboro',  Mass.  Printed  notices 
of  the  object  of  the  gathering  had  been  sent  to  all  per- 
sons of  the  name  of  Eddy  whose  addresses  were  known. 

James  Eddy  was  chosen  Chairman,  and  John  Eddy 
Secretary. 

The  unanimous  desire  of  all  present  was  expressed  that 
the  anniversary  of  the  lauding  of  our  Pilgrim  Fathers 
should  be  appropriately  observed. 

On  motion  of  R.  H.  Eddy  it  was  voted.  That  John  Eddy 
and  James  Eddy  of  Providence,  and  Thomas  F.  Eddy  of 
Fall  River,  be  appointed  a  committee  to  make  the  neces- 
sary arrangements  for  the  celebration.  It  was  decided 
to  hold  the  meeting  on  the  twenty-ninth  of  October,  1880, 
the  two  hundred  and  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  landing 
of  our  Eddy  ancestors  at  Plymouth.

THE  K^VITATIOI^S. 


The  committee  having  in  charge  the  duty  of  making 
arrangements  for  the  Eddy  Festival  extended  an  invi- 
tation, immediately  after  their  appointment,  to  the  Rev. 
Zachary  Eddy,  D.D.,  of  Detroit,  Mich.,  to  deliver  the 
address,  which  he  cheerfully  accepted. 

Miss  Alice  Maud  Eddy  of  Detroit  was  invited  to  con- 
tribute a  poem,  to  which  she  assented. 

Plymouth  was  at  first  selected  as  the  most  appropriate 
place  of  meeting.  The  First  Unitarian  Society,  by  Wil- 
liam H.  Whitman,  Esq.,  and  the  Church  of  the  Pilgrims, 
by  their  pastor.  Rev.  George  A.  Tewkesbury,  tendered 
their  houses  of  worship  for  the  purpose,  and  the  people 
of  the  town  offered  a  most  hospitable  welcome.  But  it 
soon  became  evident  that  Plymouth  was  so  inaccessible 
as  to  prevent  many  from  attending,  and  after  much 
earnest  consideration  the  place  of  meeting  was  changed 
to  Providence. 

James  Eddy,  Esq.,  offered  the  use  of  his  elegant  chapel 
on  Bell  Street,  which  was  of  convenient  size  for  the  meet- 
ing, and  he  cordially  welcomed  the  guests  to  the  hospi- 
tality of  his  house  and  grounds. 


EDDY   FESTIVAL  AT   PROVIDENCE. 


The  various  families  began  to  assemble  several  hours 
before  the  time  appointed,  and  the  interim  was  most 
agreeably  spent  in  social  greetings  and  in  tracing  rela- 
tionships. It  was  easy  to  discover  in  the  faces  of  the 
throng  the  intense  interest  which  animated  every  heart. 

About  three  hundred  and  twenty-five  persons  having 
Eddy  blood  in  their  veins  were  in  attendance,  a  greater 
part  of  whom  recorded  their  names  and  residences  in  a 
register  placed  in  the  vestibule  for  the  purpose. 

On  a  table  at  the  right  of  the  platform  were  displayed 
many  pictures  of  our  English  cousins,  who  had  with 
thoughtful  consideration  contributed  the  same,  together 
with  several  views  of  places  of  interest ;  namely  : 

Photograph  of  Rev.  Charles  Eddy,  M.A.,  eldest  son  of 
Rev.  John  Eddy,  late  Rector  of  Elworthy,  Somerset,  by 
whom,  on  behalf  of  our  English  namesakes,  an  address 
was  presented  to  this  festival. 

Pictures  of  John  Eddy,  youngest  son,  and  Katharine 
Sophia  Eddy,  and  Francis  Anne  Eddy,  daughters  of  said 
Rector. 

Photograph  of  Jane  Elizabeth  Tompkins,  daughter  of 
Rev.  Charles  Eddy,  Rector  of  Bemerton,  and  wife  of  the 
Rev.  Henry  George  Tompkins,  late  Vicar  of  Branscomb, 
Devon. 
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Photographs  of  Katharine  H.  Tompkins,  daughter  of 
the  last  named,  and  Miss  Evelyn  Frances  Eddy,  daughter 
of  Dr.  Charles  Walter  Eddy  hereafter  mentioned,  with 
whom  the  name  becomes  extinct  in  this  branch  of  the 
family. 

Photograph  of  Charles  James  Lilly  of  the  Royal  Irish 
Constabulary,  son  of  Rev.  Peter  Lilly  and  Maria  S.  Lilly, 
nee  Eddy. 

Besides  the  above-named,  there  were  also  five  engrav- 
ings and  views  of  St.  Dunstan's  Church  in  Cranbrook,  in 
which  our  progenitor,  William  Eddye,  officiated  as  Vicar 
from  1591  to  the  time  of  his  death,  Nov.  23,  1616. 

From  the  same  source  a  tracing  facsimile  of  the  hand- 
writing of  Rev.  William  Eddye. 

A  "  lay-out "  of  the  town  of  Cranbrook,  taken  from  a 
government  survey. 

Two  photographic  pictures  of  the  town,  —  one  looking 
from  the  church  down  Stone  Street,  and  the  other  down 
High  Street,  including  the  White  Lion  and  the  St.  George 
Inns.  It  is  said  these  streets  have  changed  little  in  the 
last  two  hundred  and  fifty  years. 

Coat-of-Arms  and  Crest  of  the  Eddy  family,  the  latter 
having  been  taken  from  an  old  silver  seal  remaining  in 
the  possession  of  the  family. 

A  large  and  excellent  photograph  of  Dr.  Charles  Walter 
Eddy  of  London  stood  upon  the  table.  It  will  be  remem- 
bered by  many  of  the  family  that  he  visited  the  United 
States  in  the  years  1858-9,  during  which  time  he  held  the 
Ratcliffe  Travelling  Professorship  of  Oxford  University, 
and  became  very  favorably  known  to  all  those  who  had 
the  good  fortune  to  make  his  acquaintance.  He  was  a 
most  agreeable  gentleman,  and  took  a  lively  interest  in  the 
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immense  expansion  of  the  family-tree  on  this  side  of  the 
water.  He  made  a  pilgrimage  to  Eddyville,  the  Jerusalem 
of  the  tribes,  where  he  was  the  guest  of  the  late  Hon. 
Zachariah  Eddy.  He  also  spent  a  week  or  two  with  John 
Eddy,  Esq.,  of  Providence.  He  took  great  delight  in 
having  the  boundaries  of  the  original  purchase — made  by 
Samuel  Eddy  and  others  of  the  Sagamore  Wampatuck  — 
pointed  out  to  him  with  the  locations  of  the  original  houses, 
and  the  Indian  paths  and  names  with  which  Mr.  Zachariah 
Eddy  was  familiar.  He  died  in  1874,  at  which  time  he 
was  Honorary  Secretary  of  the  Royal  Colonial  Institute. 
His  widow,  Mrs.  Frances  Rose  Eddy,  has  kindly  furnished 
us  with  his  picture  and  a  memoir  of  his  life.

OPEE-IJSTG  EXEECISES. 


At  eleven  o'clock  the  meeting  was  called  to  order  by- 
James  Eddy,  Esq.,  who  said,  — 

"  The  time  has  now  arrived  for  choosing  the  president  of 
the  day ;  and  while  j'ou  are  considering  whom  to  nominate, 
permit  me  to  say  I  am  happy  to  meet  so  many  relatives  of  this 
numerous  family,  to  which  I  have  the  honor  to  belong.  And  I 
am  especially  gratified  to  meet  them  here  on  my  own  ground, 
and  in  the  vestr}^  of  this  chapel,  erected  by  an  humble  member 
of  3'our  family  for  religious  purposes.  May  you  enjoy  and  ever 
hold  in  pleasant  remembrance  this  reunion  to  celebrate  the  two 
hundred  and  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the  landing  of  our  progeni- 
tors at  Pl^nnouth." 

John  Eddy,  Esq.,  of  Providence,  was  unanimously 
elected  President.     On  taking  the  chair  he  said, — 

' '  Friends  and  Relatives  : 

"  I  am  very  grateful  that  I  am  called  to  preside  over  such  a 
select,  distinguished,  and  goodly  company,  and  I  shall  ever 
esteem  it  as  one  of  my  most  agreeable  honors.  When  I  was 
nominated  to  this  ofllce  I  felt,  as  I  have  sometimes  in  political 
matters,  like  voting  for  myself. 

"What  was  said  by  a  celebrated  play-actor  of  my  younger 
days  is  expressive  of  my  own  feelings.  When  he  was  called 
before  the  foot-lights  on  the  evening  of  his  benefit  in  Boston,  he 
declared,  as  nearly  as  I  can  remember : 

"  '  Like  a  grate  full  of  coals  I  glow, 

A  great  full  house  to  see ; 

A  nd  if  I  am  uot  grateful  too, 

A  great  fool  I  should  be.'

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"  In  behalf  of  the  family  of  Eddy  residing  in  this  city,  and 
especially  in  behalf  of  our  namesake,  by  whose  generosity  and 
hospitality  we  are  so  admirably  accommodated  and  pleasantly 
surrounded,  I  bid  3'ou  a  most  cordial  welcome,  and  extend  to 
you  om'  heartfelt  congratulations. 

"  It  was  originally  intended  to  hold  this  family  party  in  Ply- 
mouth, which  would  seem  to  be  the  more  appropriate  place. 
But  we  remembered  how  inhospitable  it  was  to  our  forefathers, 
and  finding  it  very  inaccessible,  we  reluctantly  concluded  to 
adjourn  to  the  place  where  the  first  white  man  was  saluted 
with  '  What  cheer  ? '  and  we  thi'ice  welcome  you  to  what  cheer 
the  city  of  Roger  Williams  and  Providence  Plantations  are  cap- 
able of  aflbrding,  with  most  fraternal  greetings.  I  congratulate 
you  that  within  this  edifice — this  private  chapel  of  a  namesake 
— there  are  so  many  fine  Eddy  faces.  Here  at  least  each  one, 
by  speaking  truthfully  of  his  neighbor,  will  say  a  good  word  for 
himself. 

"  In  my  youthful  days,  when  the  agreeable  passions  predom- 
inated, I  delighted  in  social  companies.  On  one  such  occasion 
a  bright  j^oung  lady,  who  was  always  equal  to  the  opportunity, 
addressed  me  as  I  entered  the  parlor,  '  You  are  looking  splendid 
this  evening  ;  how  do  I  look  ? '     Do  you  take  the  hint  ? 

' '  I  have  been  exceedingly  anxious  for  the  coming  of  this 
festal  da}'  so  auspiciousl}'  ushered  in.  Besides  the  sentiments 
which  come  fl3'ing  lilve  clouds,  and  which  I  wiU  not  try  to  ex- 
press, I  have,  as  something  of  a  physiognomist,  been  very 
curious  to  see  if  I  could  imagine  the  lineaments  and  phj^sical 
forms  of  John  and  Samuel  Eddy  reproduced  in  their  childi'en, 
and  discern  their  souls,  as  they  '  go  marching  on,'  shining 
through  the  faces  of  their  posterity.  Taking  a  survey  from  the 
vantage  ground  of  this  platform,  I  assure  you  that  this  day  is 
'  a  consummation  devoutly  to  be  wished.'  What  a  text  for  an 
article  on  heredit}-  is  here  presented !  That  essay  must  be  writ- 
ten, and  if  I  am  here  when  you  celebrate  the  three  hundredth 
anniversary,  it  shall  be  presented  for  your  approval. 

"It  is  recorded  in  the  Talmud  that  '  ten  measures  of  talka- 
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tiveness  were  sent  down  from  heaven,  and  woman  took  nine  of 
them.'  Now  the  Talmud  is  not  my  Bible,  but  an  opportunity 
will  be  given  to  '  our  sisters,  our  cousins,  and  our  aunts '  to  ex- 
emplify and  illustrate  the  truthfulness  of  the  Jewish  Scriptures, 
and  to  Edify  us  to  the  limit  of  their  ambition.  Failing  with  them, 
we  shall  call  upon  such  gentlemen  of  the  family  as  have  inher- 
ited from  their  mothers. 

"Youth  boasts  of  its  ancestry.  The  hopes  and  joj-s  of  age 
centre  in  their  children.  There  is  no  sentiment  of  the  human 
heart  that  would  deprive  age  of  such  happiness ;  but  to  the 
young  it  hath  been  well  said,  '  Boast  not  of  3^our  ancestors,  brave 
youths,  lest  it  shall  appear  that  the  race  has  degenerated.'  I  am 
so  old  in  3^ears  that  I  take  pleasure  in  the  latter,  and  so  young 
in  heart  that  as  to  the  former,  for  once  in  a  lifetime,  and  in  the 
family  circle,  I  shall  boldly  and  quietl}-  assume  the  privilege  for 
myself,  and  I  doubt  not  it  will  be  freely  accorded  to  others. 

' '  A  distinguished  living  diAdne  said  on  one  occasion  that  a 
text  was  the  gateway  by  which  an  audience  was  conducted  into 
a  garden  of  fruits  and  flowers,  but  that  some  preachers  spent 
most  of  their  time  in  swinging  on  the  gate.  Lest  we  should  be 
subject  to  the  same  criticism,  we  will  throw  open  the  gate,  and 
introduce  you  to  the  garden  of  man}^  generations,  fuU  of  fruit 
and  fragrance. 

"  The  name  Eady  signifies  '  prosperity.'  You  will  therefore 
unite  with  me  in  the  prayer  of  the  sweet  singer  of  Israel,  '  O  Lord 
send  now  prosperity,'  which,  for  aught  I  know,  may  have  been 
the  origin  of  the  name." 

On  motion  it  was  voted,  That  Dr.  "William  Pratt  (whose 
wife  is  the  daughter  of  the  late  Nathaniel  Eddy,  and  who 
resides  on  the  estate  purchased  by  Samuel  Eddy  and 
others  of  Sachem  Wampatuck)  be  elected  Clerk. 

The  musical  performances  were  under  the  direction  of 
Mr.  Andrew  B.  Eddy,  assisted  by  Mrs.  D.  S.  Eddy,  accom- 
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panist,  and  Mrs.  S.  S.   Chaffin   of  Providence,  and   Mr. 
Elijah  Eddy  of  Westboro',  Mass. 

Tlie  opening  song  by  the  quartette  was  most  artistically 
executed,  and  was  received  with  hearty  applause.  It  was 
as  follows :  — 

' '  Green  be  your  fame  forever, 
Sires,  who  our  nation  planted, 
By  storm  and  death  undaunted, 
Firmly  on  Freedom's  rock. 

""When  danger  rose  around  you, 
Loudly  glad  hymns  ye  chanted, 
While  every  bosom  panted 
Wildly  with  freedom's  glow. 

"  Dark  grew  the  clouds  above  you. 
Loud  howled  the  midnight  tempest, 
While  through  the  pathless  forest 
Rang  out  the  savage  yell. 

"  Still  rose  your  song  triumphant, 
Danger  and  death  despising. 
Still  to  Jehovah  rising. 
Proudly  your  anthems  swell." 

Selections  from  the  Scriptures,  beginning  with  "  Lord 
thou  hast  been  our  dwelling-place  in  all  Generations," 
were  read  by  the  Rev.  Hiram  Eddy,  D.D.,  of  Jersey  City, 
N.J.,  after  which  he  conducted  the  devotional  exercises 
of  the  day. 

Mr.  Elijah  Eddy  sang,  as  a  solo,  with  fine  effect :  — 

"  The  breaking  waves  dashed  high 
On  a  stern  and  rock-bound  coast, 
And  the  woods  against  a  stormy  sky 
Their  giant  branches  tossed ; 
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And  the  heavy  night  hung  dark 

The  hills  and  waters  o'er, 
"When  a  band  of  exiles  moored  their  bark 

On  the  wild  New  England  shore. 

"  What  sought  they  thus  afar? 

Bright  jewels  of  the  mine, 
The  wealth  of  seas,  the  spoils  of  war? 

They  sought  a  faith's  pure  shrine. 
Aye,  call  it  holy  ground, 

The  spot  where  first  they  ti'od ; 
They  have  left  unstained  what  there  they  found  — 

Freedom  to  worship  God." 

The  Chairman  stated  that  on  a  former  occasion  he  had 
been  delegated,  by  the  Central  Congregational  Church 
of  this  city,  to  present  to  Dr.  Eddy  the  call  of  that 
church  for  him  to  become  their  pastor;  which  he  had 
seen  fit  to  decline.  On  a  subsequent  occasion  he  had 
presented  to  the  same  gentleman  the  call  of  the  Eddy 
Family,  in  which  better  fortune  had  prevailed,  and  he 
now  had  the  pleasure  of  introducing  the  orator  of  the 
day,  the  Rev.  Zachary  Eddy,  D.D.,  of  Detroit,  Mich.

Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  My  Good  Cousins  : 

There  is  a  tree  in  the  east,  popularly  called  the  Ban^-an, — ■ 
technicall}',  Ficus  Indica  —  remarkable  for  its  mode  of  propaga- 
tion. Its  horizontal  boughs  send  down  to  the  ground  aerial 
roots  which  peneti'ate  the  soil,  and  themselves  become  stems, 
sometimes  almost  as  large  as  the  parent  trunk.  In  this  manner, 
it  is  said,  a  single  tree  spreads  over  a  large  extent  of  ground, 
often  having  some  four  hundi'ed  trunks,  and  offering  a  bivouac 
for  an  army.  It  produces  a  kind  of  fig,  and  its  bark  is  highly 
esteemed  as  a  tonic.  It  is  tenacious  of  life,  and  keeps  on 
growing  for  many  centuries. 

Our  Eddy  family  is  a  sort  of  Ban3'an  tree.  I  would  call  it, 
but  for  an  obvious  joke,  Ficus  Eddyca;  but  a  fig  for  the  joke ! 
This  tree  sprang  from  a  sturdy  trunk  in  England,  which,  two 
hundred  and  fift}^  jears  ago,  stretched  across  the  Atlantic  two 
boughs  that  dropped  their  roots  at  Plymouth  and  at  Water- 
town,  Mass.  These  took  fast  hold  of  the  soil,  and  sent  forth 
roots  which,  in  like  manner,  became  trunks.  Middleboro',  Swan- 
sea, Taunton,  Providence,  are  in  no  long  time  overshadowed 
with  the  luxuriant  growth,  to  which  may  be  fitly  applied  our 
national  motto,  "£"  i^liirihus  unum."  In  the  course  of  genera- 
tions the  same  goodly  tree  makes  its  appearance  in  Maine,  in 
Vermont,  in  Connecticut,  in  New  York,  in  New  Jersey,  in  Penn- 
sylvania, in  Ohio,  in  Michigan,  in  Illinois,  in  Wisconsin,  in  Min- 
nesota, in  Missouri,  in  Iowa,  in  California,  indeed,  in  almost 
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ever}''  State  of  the  Republic.  Our  tree  is  spread  over  the  conti- 
nent ;  it  bears  abundant  fruit ;  and  it  has  proved  a  good  national 
tonic. 

Is  this  boasting  ?  Why  should  we  not  value  ourselves  a  little 
upon  our  blood,  provided  it  is  good  blood?  Science  itself  war- 
rants it ;  besides,  it  runs  in  our  blood  to  do  so. 

Who  was  it  that  thanked  God,  ever}^  da}-,  that  he  was  not 
born  a  Frenchman  ?  Reall}^,  I  have  forgotten ;  but  3'ou  could 
safel}-  swear  that  the  devout  Christian  whose  piety  ran  in  this 
peculiar  vein  lived  in  Great  Britain  south  of  the  Tweed.  There 
is  something  sublime  in  the  genuine  Englishman's  pride  of  blood. 
We  laugh  at  it ;  we  are  not  seldom  angr}''  at  it ;  but  in  our  hearts 
we  rather  like  it.  The  consciousness  of  being  well-born,  of 
belonging  to  a  brave,  hard}^,  cultivated  race,  is  sometimes 
manifested  in  absurd  and  offensive  ways,  but  it  is  so  closely 
intertwined  with  the  roots  of  many  private  and  public  virtues, 
that  it  commands  our  respect.  Besides,  we  may  well  take  heed 
lest  the  shafts  of  ridicule  which  we  aim  at  our  English  cousins 
rebound  upon  ourselves ;  for  it  is  doubtful  whether  our  own 
pride  of  blood  is  less  exorbitant  than  theirs.  This  assembly 
witnesses  that  even  in  America,  where  the  "  glitter iug  gen- 
eralit}'  that  all  men  are  born  equal "  is  accepted  as  the  founda- 
tion of  civil  societ}',  manj-  practicall}'  hold  that  blood  is  not  onl}^ 
thicker  than  water,  but  that  good  blood  is  very  precious,  and  the 
possession  of  it  a  reason  for  jubilant  festivities. 

We  are,  after  all,  thoroughl}^  English  even  in  our  pride  of 
ancestr}^ ;  and  if  that  is  incompatible  with  democracy-,  it  is  the 
worse  for  democrac}'.  It  is  not  true  that  men  are  born  equal,  ex- 
cept in  a  limited  sense.  That  the}'  are  by  nature  entitled  to  equal 
rights  under  the  law,  is  willingly  conceded  ;  and  that  the  human- 
it}-  common  to  all  is  infinitely  more  than  the  variation  of  that 
humanity  in  races  and  families,  we  do  not  deny.  Nevertheless, 
speaking  here  in  the  famUy^  I  may  be  permitted  to  assert  that  it 
is  better  to  be  an  Aryan  than  an  African,  or  even  a  Mongolian  ; 
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that  it  is  better  to  be  of  the  Teutonic  than  of  the  Keltic  blood ; 
and  finall}'  that  to  be  an  Englishman  is  —  when  ridicule  is  ex- 
hausted—  something  to  thank  God  for.  And  we,  I  repeat,  are 
English.  The  name  belonged  to  our  race  ages  before  an  English- 
man set  foot  on  the  soil  of  Britain  ;  and  it  is  justly  claimed  by 
all  who  are  of  the  same  blood,  and  who  speak  the  same  language, 
the  world  over.  The  name  designates  race  rather  than  countrj^ ; 
and  this  our  pilgrim  ancestors  recognized  when  they  called  the 
country  of  their  adoption  New  England.  Now  we  American 
Englishmen  do  not  attach  less  dignity  and  value  to  the  race  of 
which  we  come,  than  the  Englishmen  of  Great  Britain. 

This  matter  of  ancestry  is  a  strangely  interesting  subject  of 
speculation.  A  little  reflection  suggests  some  odd  doubts  and 
misgivings  touching  the  purity  of  our  blood,  even  though  we 
belong  to  the  best  descended  and  best  regulated  families.  We 
commonly  think  of  our  ancestry  as  a  straight  line  from  some  one 
forefather ;  but  the  fact  is  quite  otherwise.  I  find  myself  at  the 
point  where  innumerable  lines  meet.  I  am  a  poor  arithmetician, 
but  I  can  scarcely  be  mistaken  in  the  following  calculation.  I 
am  descended  from  four  grand-parents,  from  eight  great-grand- 
parents, from  sixteen  great-great-grand- parents,  from  thirty-two 
in  the  fifth  remove,  sixty-four  in  the  sixth,  one  hundred  and 
twent3'-eight  in  the  seventh,  two  hundred  and  fiftj-six  in  the 
eighth,  five  hundred  and  twelve  in  the  ninth,  one  thousand  and 
twenty-four  in  the  tenth.  By  this  method  of  computation  it 
would  appear  that,  at  the  time  of  the  battle  of  Hastings,  some 
33,000,000  were  living  whose  blood  now  flows  in  m}-  veins  !  Of 
course  this  calculation,  making  no  allowance  for  intermarriage 
between  persons  of  the  same  blood,  is  misleading  ;  but  it  renders 
it  higiily  probable  that,  in  the  flow  of  countless  generations, 
families  and  peoples  have  become  strangely  commixed.  If  any 
man  could  present  a  complete  genealogical  record  for  forty  gen- 
erations, it  would  be  the  most  interesting  book  in  the  world. 
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It  would  almost  certainly  appear  that  some  of  our  ancestors  were 
princes,  others  slaves  ;  some,  painted  savages,  dwelling  among 
the  bogs  of  Ireland,  the  Highlands  of  Scotland,  the  swamps  of 
the  Netherlands,  the  forests  of  Germany,  the  plains  of  Asia ; 
others  were  civilized  Greeks  and  Romans,  possibly  Phoenicians, 
Egyptians,  and  Chaldeans ;  for,  in  the  migrations  of  nations, 
blood  has  been  pretty  thoroughly  mixed,  and  it  has  doubtless 
become  richer  and  stronger  by  the  intermixture.  The  best 
wines  of  Burgundj',  they  say,  are  those  which  are  skilfully  com- 
pounded of  the  grape-blood  of  many  vine3^ards. 

Of  what  race  do  we  come?  "Who  can  tell?  We  sometimes 
call  ourselves  Anglo-Saxons  ;  but  that,  as  the  historians  Free- 
man and  Greene  have  taught  us,  is  a  misnomer.  The  Angles 
and  the  Saxons  were  only  two  of  the  many  tribes  that  con- 
tributed to  the  formation  of  the  race  to  which  we  belong.  Even 
before  the  Saxon  conquest,  Britain  was  inhabited  by  many 
heterogeneous  races,  the  most  of  whom  were  of  Keltic,  but  not 
a  few  of  Teutonic  origin.  We  know  that  the  Romans  preceded 
the  Saxons  b}'  several  centuries,  and  we  cannot  doubt  that  they 
largel}'  infused  their  blood  into  the  aboriginal  population.  The 
Anglo-Saxons  were  followed  by  the  Danes,  and  hardly  had  the 
two  nations  become  thoroughly  amalgamated  when  the  island 
was  conquered  by  the  Normans.  These  last,  though  of  Scandi- 
navian origin,  had  become  blended  with  the  French,  having  lost 
even  their  ancient  tongue  ;  and  the  French,  themselves  a  mongrel 
race,  were  descended  from  Gauls,  Italians,  Franks,  and  many 
other  tribes.  The  Normans  therefore  carried  over  to  England 
a  mixed  blood  and  a  new  language.  Out  of  this  chaos  of 
nationalities  emerged  a  new  race,  neither  Keltic,  Anglo-Saxon, 
Danish,  Norman,  nor  French,  but  English.  Doubtless  the 
rather  coarse,  but  strong  and  manl^'  substratum  of  this  new 
ethnological  formation  is  Teutonic  ;  but  it  is  vain  for  us  to  deny 
that  we  are  a  mixed  people,  composed,  as  Ralph  Waldo  Emerson 
has  said,  of  the  mud  of  all  races.     For  my  own  part,  I  do  not 
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account  this  a  misfortune  ;  for,  when  I  look  over  the  world,  I  find 
that  the  so-called  pure-blooded  races  have  the  thinnest,  poorest 
blood  of  any.  Mixed  blood,  if  well  mixed,  is  the  only  good 
blood. 

What  first  strikes  us,  in  the  English  race  to  which  we  belong, 
is  its  phj'sical  strength  and  toughness  ;  its  large,  overflowing 
vitality.  Many  nations  are  constitutionally  feeble,  predisposed 
to  disease,  and  incapable  of  energetic,  persevering  labor.  The 
genuine  Anglo-Saxon  —  I  find  that  I  cannot  avoid  the  use  of 
this  inaccurate  name  —  is  hard}^  full  of  health,  with  bones  of 
granite,  and  muscles  of  iron.  He  eats  well,  sleeps  well,  works 
well,  and,  if  need  be,  —  under  Wellington,  Nelson,  Grant,  Sher- 
man, Sheridan,  Farragut,  Garfield,  and  Hancock  —  fights  well. 
Ho  transmits  a  sound  constitution  to  his  descendants ;  and  they 
are  like  the  stars  of  heaven  for  multitude. 

Anglo-Saxon  energy,  however,  is  not  a  mere  quality  of  stomach 
and  muscle ;  it  is  energy  of  brain ;  it  is  executive  force ;  it  is 
the  spring  of  enterprise,  irrepressible,  unresting,  inventive, 
aggressive,  enduring,  victorious.  The  race  has  alwaj's  been  a 
productive  one ;  and  the  world  is  to-day  filled  with  the  monu- 
ments of  its  conmiercial,  manufacturing,  militarj^  and  mission- 
ary- achievements.  Its  intellectual  ability  is  of  a  high  order. 
In  philosoph}',  in  science,  in  literature,  our  race  ranks  with  the 
first.  Libert}'  runs  with  its  blood.  The  lines  in  which  Tennyson 
glorifies  his  own  country  are  at  least  as  applicable  to  ours ; 
indeed  they  are  true  of  the  now  wide-spread  English  people  the 

world  over : 

A  laud  of  settled  government, 
A  land  of  just  aud  old  renown, 
Where  freedom  slowly  broadens  down 

From  precedent  to  precedent : 

Where  faction  slowly  gathers  head. 
But  by  degrees  to  fulness  wrought, 
The  strength  of  some  diffusive  thought 

Hath  time  and  space  to  work  and  spread.

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On  the  whole,  we  cannot  hesitate  to  apply  to  the  whole  Anglo- 
Saxon  race  what  Milton  says  of  the  race  in  Great  Britain :  "If 
we  look  at  the  Englishman  in  the  rough-cast,  without  breeding, 
some  nature  or  other  may  haply  be  better  composed  to  a  natural 
civility  and  right  judgment  than  he ;  but,  if  he  once  get  the 
benefit  of  a  wise  and  well-ratified  nurture,  I  suppose  that  wher- 
ever mention  is  made  of  countries,  manners,  or  men,  the  English 
people,  among  the  first  that  shall  be  praised,  may  deserve  to  be 
accounted  a  right-pious,  right-honest,  and  right-hardj'  nation." 

Now  and  then,  in  genealogical  researches,  we  light  upon  a 
particular  family  which,  for  many  generations,  seems  to  repre- 
sent the  distinctive  characteristics  of  the  race  from  which  thej' 
sprung.  In  some  families  indeed  there  is  a  wide  divergence 
from  the  national  type.  We  sometimes  meet  an  Anglo-American 
who,  in  temperament  and  character,  is  thoroughly  un-English, 
belonging  rather  to  the  hot-blooded  tribes  of  tropical  lands  than 
to  the  sober,  prudent,  yet  bold  and  independent  race  of  Alfred 
and  "Washington.  To  trace  the  history  of  a  famil}'  which  has, 
for  centuries,  been  marked  by  the  same  traits,  cannot  but  be 
instructive  and  interesting. 

Such  a  family  is  represented  in  this  assembly.  Two  hundred 
and  fifty  years  ago  John  Eddy  and  Samuel  Eddy  landed  on 
Plymouth  Rock.  Their  descendants  are  now  numbered  by  the 
thousand.  The}-  are  scattered  all  over  the  continent.  They  are 
engaged  in  every  calling  and  pursuit.  Many  are  clergj^men. 
There  are  not  a  few  lawyers  and  ph3'siciaus.  There  are  many 
merchants,  bankers,  and  manufacturers.  The  majority  are,  prob- 
abl}',  farmers  and  artisans.  After  a  pretty  wide  acquaintance 
with  the  famil}-,  I  incline  to  think  that  certain  hereditary  quali- 
ties, even  a  certain  physique,  mark  them  out  as  a  distinct  trihe 
of  the  English  race.  They  have  of  course  largely  intermarried 
with  other  families,  but  the  Eddy  blood  has  predominated  in  the 
transmission  of  hereditary  characteristics.     This,  I  thinli,  will 
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appear  highly  probable  to  all,  after  we  shall  have  finished  our 
review  of  the  history  of  the  famil}'.  In  tracing  that  history  I 
cannot  of  course  exhilnt  to  j'ou  a  genealogical  tree  embracing 
the  numei'ous  branches.  That,  if  possible,  would  be  wearisome. 
I  can  only  in  this  discourse  touch  upon  such  facts  as  are  likely 
to  be  of  interest  to  all  branches  of  the  family,  —  such,  espe- 
cially', as  appear  to  manifest  common  characteristics. 

I  regret  that  in  tracing  up  the  stream  of  Eddy  blood  I  am 
unable  to  get  beyond  the  sixteenth  centiuy.  As  far  as  we  are 
concerned,  three  himdred  years  carry  us  back  to  "prehistoric 
times."  It  would  be  interesting  to  trace  our  blood  to  earlier 
generations.  Our  ancestors  were  living  during  the  wars  of  the 
Roses :  did  they  follow  the  White  or  the  Red  ?  The}'  were 
numerous  in  the  time  of  WiUiam  and  Harold :  did  they  bend 
the  bow,  or  lift  the  spear,  or  level  the  lance,  for  the  great 
Saxon  or  the  mighty  Bastard?  Where  did  our  ancestors  live, 
and  what  were  the}'  doing  in  the  time  of  Alfred,  of  Hengist  and 
Horsa?  Are  we  Saxons  or  Normans?  We  are  neither;  we  are 
both ;  we  are  Northmen.  We  once  roamed  the  sea  as  pirates. 
We  once  drank  our  beer  out  of  skulls,  not  objecting  to  wine 
when  we  could  get  it.  We  once  were  worshippers  of  Thor  and 
Wodin.  We  were  a  rough-hewn  people  then,  but  no  cowards, 
thank  God ! 

You  tell  me  that  our  Northmen  blood  is  Teutonic.  Whence 
came  that  Teutonic  blood?  Tell  me,  scientist !  "  The  Teutonic 
blood,"  says  the  scientist,  "flowed  down  through  the  veins  of 
the  Aryan  race."  Well,  that  Aryan  race  —  who  shall  tell  its 
genesis?  Did  it  slowly  emerge  in  the  lapse  of  dateless  ages 
from  savagery  ?  And  did  the  savagery  still  more  slowly 
emerge  through  mj'riads  of  ages  from  bestiality?  Were  we  once 
gorillas  ?  Are  the  apes  our  cousins  ?  Then  we  ought  to  be  very 
modest,  ver^'  "umble,"  ever  so  much  "umbler"  than  Uriah 
Heep  !  Understand  me :  I  do  not  on  this,  or  on  any  occasion, 
impugn  an}-  rational  doctrine  of  evolution.     Believe  it,  if  you 
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will,  —  it  is  rather  a  matter  of  will,  than  of  scientific  proof, — 
that  our  physical  nature  was  somehow  evolved  from  the  brute 
creation.  There  was  nevertheless  a  first  man  ;  and  that  which 
made  him  man  came  from  God.  "  Adam  was  the  son  of  God." 
Thus  have  I  reached  the  beginning  of  the  Eddy  genealogy. 
It  runs  up,  lilie  all  genealogies,  whether  of  man,  or  beast,  or 
vegetable,  into  the  Unseen.  We  Eddys  belong,  not  only  to  a 
very  ancient,  but  to  a  noble  family :  we  came  from  God. 

Our  historical  genealogy,  however,  we  can  onl}'^  trace  back 
some  three  centuries.    Our  historical  Adam  is  William  Eddi-e. 

The  name  Eddy  is  evidently  Anglo-Saxon.  According  to 
Ferguson's  "  English  Surnames,"  it  comes  from  Ead,  which  sig- 
nifies prosperity.  Mde,  Eada,  Eadig,  Eddl,  Eday,  Eadie,  Eady, 
Eddy,  are  variations  of  the  same  name.  The  name,  though 
Saxon,  signifies  nothing  in  respect  to  race.  It  belongs  to  a 
class  of  names  like  Edwin,  Edgar,  Edwy,  Edward,  which  the 
Normans  adopted.  There  was  a  celebrated  Saxon  monk  who 
bore  the  name  of  Ede.  I  hope,  for  the  sake  of  his  vow,  we  are 
not  descended  from  him  !  But  it  was  not  then  a  surname.  Such 
names  came  in  long  after  the  conquest.  The  name  Eddy,  there- 
fore, cannot  help  us  in  tracing  our  medieval  genealog}-. 

William  Eddye  was  a  native  of  Bristol.  This  we  have  in  his 
own  handwriting.  The  name  cannot  now  be  found  in  the  Parish 
Records  of  Bristol ;  but  an  English  correspondent  informs  me 
that  many  Eddys  are  still  living  in  the  West  of  England.  They 
are,  probably,  of  the  same  blood.  If  we  ever  get  a  clue  to  an 
ancestry  earlier  than  William  Eddye,  it  will,  probably,  be  found 
among  the  Eddys  of  the  counties  of  Somerset,  Gloucester,  and 
Cornwall. 

Putting  several  facts  together,  I  am  led  to  believe  that  William 
Edd3'e  was  born  between  1560  and  1565.  The  date  is,  of  com-se, 
conjectural. 

He  evidently  belonged  to  a  highly  respectable,  though  not  dis- 
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tinguished  family.  The  fact  that  he  was  liberally  educated,  and 
not  as  a  pensioner,  is  sufficient  evidence  that  his  parents  were 
neither  illiterate  nor  ver}'  poor.  His  father  was  probably  a 
well-to-do  citizen  of  the  middle  class.* 

It  is  entered  in  the  Records  of  Cranbrook  Parish,  in  WU- 
liam  Edd3'e's  own  handwi'iting,  that  he  was  Master  of  Arts  of 
Cambridge  University.  He  was  educated  at  Trinity  HaU,  and 
was  graduated  B.A.  in  1583.  He  afterward  migrated  to  the 
illustrious  Trinity  College,  and  was  made  Master  of  Arts  in 
1586. 

It  is  a  glorious  age  for  England  and  Europe.  Ehzabeth  is  on 
the  throne.  The  Cecils  and  "Walsinghams,  the  Drakes  and 
Frobishers,  the  Sidneys  and  Raleighs,  shed  a  stellar  lustre  on  her 
reign.  Spenser,  Shakespeare,  Ben  Jonson,  Chapman,  Thomas 
Hooker,  and  Launcelot  Andrews  are  abeady  famous,  or  are 
struggling  into  fame.  Cambridge  University  is  all  alive  with  the 
enthusiasm  of  the  Renaissance,  and  also  with  new-born  Puri- 
tanism. Robert  Browne,  the  founder  of  Independencj',  had  left 
the  university  some  eight  or  ten  j'ears  before  WilUam  Eddye  was 
matriculated.  John  Robinson  was  matriculated  six  j^ears  after 
WilUam  Eddj'e  was  graduated  Master  of  Arts.  The  great  Sepa- 
ratists, Cartwi'ight,  Perkins,  Ames,  Jacob,  Ainsworth,  Penry, 
Barrow,  and  Greenwood,  are  already  suffering  persecution. 

In  a  universit}'  thus  permeated  with  the  New  Learning,  and 
instinct  with  nascent  Puritanism,  William  Eddye  was  trained  for 
the  Christian  ministry.  The  Puritanism,  as  there  is  good  reason 
to  believe,  he  imbibed,  though  in  moderation.  That  he  attained 
any  marked  distinction  as  a  scholar  we  have  no  evidence.     In- 

*  Extract  from  a  letter  by  John  Eddy,  Esq.,  Providence :  "  Charles  Walter  Eddy 
told  me  that  William  Eddy's  family  was  a  very  good  one,  and  had  done  most  excel- 
lent service  in  the  cause  of  letters;  and  he  mentioned  one  of  his  (William's)  ances- 
tors who  had  endowed  a  professorship,  and  that  he,  the  said  Charles  Walter,  was 
then  the  travelling  professor  on  the  foundation  (whatever  that  may  mean),  so  pro- 
vided for  by  a  remote  ancestor.  This  is  recollection  of  t\venty-two  years'  standing, 
and  may  be  inaccurate." 
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deed,  I  may  as  well  say  at  once  that  he  was  not  a  man  of  mark 
in  his  generation.  He  was  no  genius.  He  attained  no  eminence 
in  literature.  He  was  not  a  famous  preacher.  He  was,  how- 
ever, a  good  man  and  a  useful  clergyman,  an  average  English 
parson  of  that  age,  but  not  famous  for  his  gifts.  He  was  intel- 
lectually inferior  to  his  predecessors  in  St.  Dunstan's  Church, 
Fletcher  and  Stroud,  and  to  his  successors,  Abbott  and  Jolni- 
son  ;  but  he  was  a  better  administrator,  a  better  pastor,  than 
any  of  them. 

This  brings  us  to  the  appointment  of  William  Eddye  as  vicar 
of  Cranbrook,  Kent,  in  1691.  He  commenced  his  labors  there 
in  1687,  probably  as  curate  of  Richard  Roades,  who  seems  to 
have  been  non-resident. 

Cranbrook,  during  the  Middle  Ages,  was  a  place  of  consider- 
able commercial  importance  as  a  local  centre  of  the  wool  ti'ade. 
It  is  now  reduced  to  a  population  of  some  4,000.  In  the  time 
of  William  Eddye  it  had  alread}^  lost  some  of  its  medieval 
prosperity,  but  was  still  a  place,  relatively,  of  considerable 
importance. 

Should  you  wish  to  visit  this  cradle  of  our  family,  take  an 
early  train  from  London  on  the  Dover  Railwa3^  If  3-ou  are  wise 
you  will  stop  for  a  few  hours  at  Tuubridge  Wells,  and  see  one 
of  the  most  lovely'  watering  places  in  England.  In  the  after- 
noon take  a  train  to  Staplehurst,  six  miles  from  Cranbrook,  or 
you  may  stop  at  Marden,  which  will  give  you  a  drive  of  eight 
miles.  You  are  in  the  midst  of  the  great  hop-region  of  England. 
Your  way  lies  over  the  gently  undulating  Kentish  downs  ;  you 
will  pass  through  green  lanes  winding  between  hedges  of  box, 
holly,  and  hawthorn ;  3'ou  will  drive  through  broad  stretches  of 
moorland  covered  with  golden  heather ;  j^ou  will  see  on  either 
hand  gi'oves  of  pines,  with  inviting  aisles  beneath  their  dark 
branches,  picturesque  limestone  rocks,  lawn-like  fields  dotted 
with  cattle,  "  forty  grazing  like  one"  ;  here  and  there  a  stately 
manor-house,  yet  with  a  homelike  look,  surrounded  with  the 
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trim  cottages  of  the  peasantiy.  As  you  approach  Cranbrook  in 
the  evening  twiUght,  the  air  will  be  filled  with  dream-like  sounds, 
and  with  the  fragrance  of  the  hawthorn  mingled  with  the  rich 
odors  of  the  fields.  So  at  least  one  traveller  recently  found  it.* 
As  you  drive  into  the  little  village  you  will  find  it  small  indeed, 
but  interesting  because  so  intensely  English.  You  must  alight 
at  the  "  George,"  an  ancient  inn,  which  generations  ago  saw 
merry  daj's,  but  is  now  fallen  into  the  sere  and  3'ellow  leaf.  Like 
aU  the  old  houses  of  Cranbrook,  it  is  built  in  the  old  Dutch  stj'le  ; 
that  is  to  sa}',  a  stuccoed  exterior  with  inlaid  timbers ;  a  steep 
tiled  roof,  with  e^-e-like  windows,  and  many  gables  ;  the  lower 
windows,  with  small  diamond-shaped  panes  of  glass,  admitting 
but  little  light ;  an  interior  dark  and  uncomfortable,  with  small, 
low,  irregular  rooms,  and  stairs  springing  up  in  the  most  unex- 
pected places ;  odd  corners  and  passages  where  you  must  walk 
with  special  circumspection.  Do  not  be  surprised  if  your  arrival 
causes  a  sensation.  You  will  find  the  inn  thi'onged  with  villagers, 
looking  somewhat  rough,  and  gazing  with  even  more  than  Yankee 
curiosit}'.  Here  they  nightly  congregate  to  smoke  and  drink 
and  gossip,  as  did  then-  fathers  before  them. 

After  a  night's  rest  and  a  good  English  breakfast,  stroll 
along  the  principal  street  till  you  come  to  the  church.  Before 
entering  it,  however,  call  on  the  Rev.  Mr.  Carr,  the  courteous 
vicar,  and  send  for  Mr.  William  Tarbutt,  the  antiquary  and 
historian  of  St.  Dunstan's  Church.  Meanwhile  take  a  look 
at  the  church  from  the  outside.  It  is  what  we  should  call 
ancient ;  and  even  in  England  it  has  a  respectable  though  not 
a  venerable  antiquity.  It  was  built  some  six  hundred  3'ears  ago, 
and  is  remarkably  well  preseiTed.  It  is  in  the  perpendicular 
Gothic  style,  with  groined  roof,  mullioned  windows,  and  well- 
proportioned  nave  and  aisles.  The  tower  is  square  and  heavj^, 
and  scarcely  high  enough  to  be  either  graceful  or  majestic.     A 

*  Miss  Clara  Avery  of  Detroit,  a  descendaut  of  Captain  Jonathan  Eddy  of 
Maine:  her  journal  has  been  largely  drawn  upon  in  this  description. 
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projecting  turret  is  attached  to  one  of  the  angles  and  carried 
above  the  tower.  Within  this  turret  is  a  stone  stairway  leading 
up  to  the  battlements.  The  tower,  which  is  said  to  be  older 
than  the  church,  is  supported  by  heavy  buttresses  on  three  of  its 
angles,  while  the  turret  strengthens  it  on  the  fourth.  Those 
Englishmen  of  the  thirteenth  century  built  well. 

Now  enter  the  chm-ch  with  the  vicar  and  Mr.  Tarbutt.  The 
interior  is  tastefull}'  modernized.  Look  around  you  and  you 
will  see  little  that  is  thi'ee  hundred  years  old  ;  but  over  this  floor 
William  Eddj'e  went  in  and  out  before  his  people  twenty-six 
years.  Within  these  walls  he  preached  his  last  sermon ;  and 
in  the  churchyard  without  his  dust  reposes,  though  the  precise 
spot  is  forgotten.  One  memorial  of  him  however  survives,  the 
old  Parish  Record  of  Births,  Baptisms,  and  Burials,  eighty  pages 
of  which  are  engrossed  in  William  Eddye's  handwriting,  three 
title-pages  being  richly  illuminated.  I  hope  that  those  pages, 
with  the  prefaces  to  the  several  books,  will  be  photographed  and 
distributed  among  his  descendants. 

The  life  of  William  Eddye  at  Cranbrook  was  not  eventful.  I 
retract :  there  was  one  event  extremely'  interesting  to  him  and 
to  us.  This  is  recorded  by  his  own  hand:  "1587,  November 
20.  William  Eddye,  vicar,  to  Mary  Fosten,  virgin.  She  was  the 
daughter-in-law  to  Mr.  Andrew  Ruck."  Mary  was  the  daughter 
of  John  Fosten  and  Ellen  Munn,  who  were  married  January  19. 
1561-2.  John  Fosten  died  a  fewj^ears  after,  leaving  to  the  care 
of  his  widow  his  only  child  Mary.  She  was  married  again  to 
Mr.  Andrew  Ruck,  evidently  a  notable  of  the  place,  in  1573. 
Mary,  our  ancestress,  was  therefore  well  brought  up.  What 
a  shadowy  old  world  it  is  !  All  these  are  mere  names,  yet 
how  much  is  implied  in  the  simple  record  that  William  Eddye 
was  married  to  Mar}'  Fosten !  They  had  human  hearts,  after 
all,  in  that  far-off  age.  The  Puritan  clergyman  from  Cambridge 
was  a  lover.  There  was  a  courtship,  perhaps  a  grave  one, — 
and  3'et,  I  have  known  Eddys,  even  Eddj^s  calling  themselves 
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Puritans,  and  Puritan  ministers  besides,  who  could  relish  a 
joke,  and  even  crack  one  on  occasion.  I  have  an  idea  thati 
William  Eddj'e  though  a  Puritan  was  full  of  jolly  vitality. 
That  courtship  ma}'  after  all  have  been  a  livel}'  one ;  but  at 
any  rate  William  Eddye  was  married,  and  I  am  glad  he  was 
married  to  Mary  Fosten.  I  like  the  name  and  I  profess  myself 
her  admirer. 

From  this  union  sprang  ten  children,  —  about  our  normal 
number  except  in  the  degenerate  and  feeble  branches  of  the 
family,  —  namel}- :  Mar}',  Phineas,  John,  Ella  (who  died  young), 
Abigail,  Anna,  Elizabeth,  Samuel,  Zecharias,  and  Nathaniel,  an 
infant,  who  followed  his  mother  to  the  grave  in  1611.  These 
names  you  observe  are  all  scriptural,  a  sure  sign  that  William 
Eddye  was  of  Puritan  proclivities.  The  most  of  these  names 
may  still  be  found  in  all  branches  of  the  famil}'.  You  will  rarely 
find  an  Eddy  as  old  as  I  am  who  does  not  bear  a  Hebrew  name. 
It  is  a  marvel  that  the  surname  was  not  also  changed  to  Levi, 
Israel,  or  Isaac.  Let  us  be  thankful  that  the  passion  for  scrip- 
tural names  has  not  bequeathed  to  us  the  names  of  Maher-shalal- 
hash-baz,  Belshazzar,  Belial,  and  Beelzebub  !  One  of  William 
Edd3'e's  Puritan  predecessors,  —  a  famous  preacher  in  his  day — 
while  suffering  persecution  from  Archbishop  Whitgift,  named  his 
son  "  Faint- not  Fenner."    There  was  piet}-  in  the  name  at  least. 

In  the  later  generations  the  name  of  Phineas  does  not  appear. 
I  incline  to  believe  that  Phineas  was  a  sort  of  Ishmael,  or  Esau, 
in  the  famil}'.  Though  he  was  married  and  settled  in  Cranbrook, 
and  though  he  held  a  parish  office,  he  was  tried — and  fined  I 
hope — for  fighting  with  his  step-brother  in  the  churchj'ard.  I 
am  glad  that  Phineas  did  not  come  to  this  country.  He  had  cbil- 
dren  however,  and  his  descendants  may  be  living  in  England. 
Zecharias  also  remained  in  England.  He  was  twenty  years  old 
in  1630,  and  he  seems  to  have  been  remembered  with  affection 
b}'  his  brothers  who  emigrated,  for  the}-  preserved  his  name,  and 
it  has  come  down  in  several  lines  till  the  present  time.     I  con- 
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jecture  however  that  the  name  Zechariah  (I  changed  mine  in 
m}'  youth  to  Zachary)  will  die  out  after  some  half  dozen  of  us 
shall  have  passed  away. 

William  Edd3'e  remained  vicar  of  Cranbrook  till  his  death  in 
1G16.  He  was  methodical,  judicious,  and  thorough  in  admin- 
istering the  affahs  of  the  parish,  whose  finances  he  established 
on  a  sound  basis.  He  kept  the  church  in  repair.  He  was  a 
faithful  pastor,  sympathizing  and  diligent.  When  the  plague 
broke  out  in  the  town  he  summoned  the  people  to  humiliation 
and  repentance ;  he  was  a  faithful  reprover  of  immorality-,  and 
his  own  life  seems  to  have  been  above  reproach.  He  was  on 
the  whole  a  successful  minister. 

There  is  no  portrait  extant  of  our  ancestor,  nor  any  written 
description  of  his  person ;  but  he  doubtless  transmitted  to  his 
descendants  his  own  physical  characteristics.  He  must  have 
had  a  sound  physique.  I  judge  that  he  was  not  less  than  six 
feet  tall,  some  fort3'-three  inches  in  girth,  and  that  he  weighed 
not  less  than  two  hundred  pounds  avoirdupois.  He  was  prob- 
ably of  immense  muscular  strength.  Does  this  strike  3'ou  as 
fanciful  ?  Consider  the  case  a  moment :  where  did  we  get 
our  phj'sique?  We  are  a  family  of  giants.  I  trace  m}'  own 
descent  to  the  pilgrim  through  six  men,  every  one  of  whom  was 
a  Samson.  When  my  father  still  lived  he  and  his  six  sons 
measured  forty-two  feet.  My  grandfather  was  of  the  same 
stature ;  my  great-great-grandfather,  as  I  shall  show,  was  fa- 
mous for  his  muscular  strength ;  and  the  son  of  the  pilgrim, 
Obadiah,  was  also  a  mighty  man.  Man}'  other  branches  of  the 
famil}'  have  preserved  the  same  robust  and  manly  build.  These 
having  been  the  characteristics  of  the  family  since  the  landing 
of  the  pilgrim  fathers,  we  are  warranted  by  a  true  scientific 
induction  in  attributing  them  to  the  hale  old  vicar  of  Cranbrook. 
There  are  many  variations  from  this  famil}*  t^'pe  but  it  reappears 
in  every  successive  generation. 

William  Edd^'e  died  in  1616.     John  was  then  only  twenty 
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years  old  and  Sairmcl  only  eight.  The  family  was  not  rich,  but 
the}*  lived  on,  and  prospered  in  a  small  waj'.  John  and  Samuel 
were  both  married  as  early  as  the  year  1G30. 

Before  the  death  of  the  vicar  a  general  interest  had  been 
created  in  England  touching  the  planting  of  colonies  in  the  New 
World.  Sir  "Walter  lialeigh  and  Captain  Smith  had  brought  back 
wondrous  reports  concerning  the  fertilit}^  and  beauty  of  Vir- 
ginia, a  name  then  given  to  the  whole  Atlantic  coast.  Jamestown 
had  been  alread}'  founded.  John  Robinson  and  the  Pilgrims  at 
Le^xlen  were  preparing  to  emigrate  to  the  New  World.  Their 
commissioners  were  in  England  trying  to  secure  roj'al  permission 
and  protection.  The  subject,  it  seems,  excited  deep  interest  at 
Cranbrook,  as  we  infer  from  the  Church  Warden's  Record  for 
1G17  :  "  Paid  2s  Ad  that  was  spent  la  charges  riding  to  Canter- 
burj'  for  to  carr}^  the  first  mone^^  gathered  here  for  Virginia." 
Was  this  collection  for  Jamestown,  or  was  it  uitended  to  assist 
the  Le^-den  Pilgi-ims  to  carr^'  out  their  scheme,  now  almost  ripe 
for  execution.  I  Incline  to  the  latter  opinion ;  but  however  it 
was,  John  and  Samuel  Eddy  were  in  S3-mpath3^  with  the  Pil- 
grims, for  the}'  determined  to  cross  the  ocean,  —  not  to  James- 
town but  to  Ph'mouth.  Accordingh'  they  took  passage  in 
the  ship  Ilanchnaid,  Captain  Grant,  and  landed  at  Plymouth 
Eock  two  hundred  and  fifty  3'ears  ago  this  very  day. 

John  Eddy  and  His  Descendants. 

John  Eddy  was  thirt3'-four  3'ears  old  when  he  came  to  PI3'- 
mouth.  He  and  his  wife  Am}^  settled  at  Watertown.  He  soon 
became  a  member  of  the  church  and  was  elected  a  ' '  freeman  " 
of  the  town  in  1G34.  He  was  repeatedl}'  chosen  what  would  now 
be  called  —  perhaps  it  was  so-called  then  —  a  Selectman  ;  and 
he  was  evidently'  held  in  high  esteem.  He  became  in  the  course 
of  years  an  extensive  land-holder,  and  he  left  a  good  estate  to 
his  numerous  famil}'. 
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An  interesting  notice  of  him  may  be  read  in  Governor  "Win- 
throp's  book :  "John  Eddy,"  sa3's  the  Governor,  "  a  godly  man 
of  the  Water  town  congregation  fell  distracted,  and  getting  out 
one  evening,  could  not  be  found ;  but  eight  days  after  he  came 
again  to  himself.  He  had  kept  his  strength  and  color,  yet  had 
eaten  nothing,  as  must  needs  be  conceived,  all  that  time.  He 
recovered  his  understanding  again  in  good  measm-es,  and  lived 
very  orderly-,  but  would  now  and  then  be  a  little  distempered." 
This  is  the  only  instance  of  even  temporary  insanity  which  I 
have  ever  heard  of  in  any  branch  of  the  family  ;  and  this  prob- 
abl}'  occurred  in  John  Edd3's  old  age,  and  was  a  failure  of 
mental  power  rather  than  the  result  of  mental  disease. 

I  have  made  dUigent  iuquirj^  touching  the  history  of  John 
Eddy's  posterit}' ;  but  besides  bare  names  I  find  no  material  for 
the  present  discourse. 

Samuel  Eddy  and  His  Descendants. 

Samuel  Eddy  was  in  his  twent^'-third  year  when,  with  his 
wife  Elizabeth,  he  stepped  on  Plymouth  Eock.  He  first  settled 
in  Plymouth.  A  lot  was  set  off  to  him  on  which  he  built  a 
house  where  he  lived  several  j^ears.  He  soon  joined  the  Pilgrim 
Church  and  was  made  a  "freeman"  in  1G33.  His  wife  was 
evidently  a  woman  of  marked  character.  She  was  pi'obably  of 
Kentish  blood,  and  was  doubtless  educated  in  the  lax  notions 
of  the  Church  of  England  concerning  the  Lord's  Day,  and  her 
conduct  gave  much  vexation  to  the  Governor  and  Council.  Once 
she  anticipated  the  going  down  of  the  sun  and  ' '  wrung  and  hung 
out "  her  clothes  during  holy  time.  For  this  she  was  fined,  but 
the  fine  was  remitted.  Again  she  shocked  the  colony  by  walk- 
ing to  Boston  on  the  Sabbath.  Again  she  was  brought  before 
the  magistrates  ;  but  when  they  understood  that  she  went  to 
Boston  to  see  a  sick  lady  whom  she  had  known  in  England, 
the}"  chose  to  regard  it  as  a  work  of  mercy,  but  admonished  her 
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to  do  so  no  more.  This  version  of  the  story  I  had  many 
years  ago  from  Z.  Edd}',  Esq.,  of  MiddlelDoro'.  It  must  be 
confessed  that  our  ancestress  was  an  independent  and  ener- 
getic woman.  Her  Sabbath-breaking  cannot  be  held  up  to  her 
daughters  as  exemplar}',  but  her  physical  vigor  and  endurance 
they  may  well  covet.  That  Sabbath  walk  to  Boston  is  memor- 
able. It  is  our  good  fortune  to  have  sprung  from  a  Kentish 
woman  of  perfect  physique. 

In  the  3'ear  1G40  Samuel  Edd}'  with  sevei-al  of  his  neighbors 
bought  a  large  tract  of  land  of  the  Indians  and  founded  the 
town  of  Middleboro'.  His  portion  included  several  hundred 
acres  in  the  north-east  portion  of  the  town  of  Middleboro'  and 
a  part  of  the  town  of  Halifax  ;  and  there,  as  his  descendants  mul- 
tiplied, grew  up  the  little  village  of  Eddyville,  which  we  all — of 
his  line — regard  as  our  Jerusalem.  On  the  very  spot  where  the 
Pilgi-im  built  his  house  his  children's  childi'en  now  live,  the  old 
homestead  having  never  been  alienated. 

A  Adsit  to  Middleboro'  will  richlj'  repay  jou  for  the  trouble  of 
going  there.  Though  the  scener}'  is  not  grand  or  striking  the 
town  is  very  lovel}-.  You  will  there  see  old  New  England  at  its 
best.  Be  sure  and  visit  the  old  grave3'ard  and  spend  an  hour 
among  the  tombstones  of  the  saints  who  sleep.  Almost  every 
other  one  has  inscribed  upon  it  our  name. 

"Beneath  those  rugged  elms,  that  yew-tree's  shade, 
Where  heaves  the  turf  in  many  a  mouldering  heap, 
Each  in  his  narrow  cell  forever  laid, 
The  rude  forefathers  of  the  hamlet  sleep." 

^^Rude?"  Not  so.  They  were  plain  men  but  not  unlettered. 
They  had  the  best  elements  of  culture,  —  intelligence,  humanitj', 
courtes}',  and  reverence.     Requiescat  in  j^ace! 

Samuel  Eddy  had  five  children:  John,  Zechariah,  Caleb, 
Obadiah,  and  Hannah. 


36  THE   EDDY   FAINHLY. 

John  Eddy,  born  at  Ptymouth  in  1637,  settled  in  Taunton. 
He  was  a  man  of  substance,  being  a  large  land-owner,  and 
blessed  with  fifteen  children,  —  somewhat  above  tlie  normal 
number. 

One  of  his  distinguished  descendants,  through  John  his  eldest 
son,  was  Colonel  Jonathan  Eddy,  born  in  Mansfield,  Mass.,  in 
1726.  He  was  a  brave  and  active  officer  in  the  old  French  war, 
holding  a  commission  as  Captain  from  Governor  Pownall.  After 
the  war  he  settled  in  Nova  Scotia ;  but  at  the  breaking  out  of 
the  War  of  Independence  he  was  compelled  to  flee  to  the  United 
States.  He  was  commissioned  as  Colonel  and  did  good  semce. 
He  was  a  man  of  capacit^^  and  resolution.  He  was  the  pro- 
genitor of  the  numerous  and  highl}'  respectable  Maine  branch 
of  the  famil}-.  Many  of  the  great  lumber-merchants  of  Maine 
and  the  Northwest  are  of  his  blood.  The  late  Newell  Avery, 
Esq.,  of  Detroit,  the  model  business  man  of  Michigan,  married 
his  great-granddaughter.  Edwin  Edd}',  Esq.,  of  East  Saginaw 
is  his  great-grandson.  Probabl}'  not  less  than  sixt}^  of  his 
descendants  reside  m  mj"  own  State  of  Michigan. 

Caleb  Eddy,  the  second  son  of  the  Pilgi'im,  lived  in  Swansea, 
Mass.,  and  was  a  deacon  of  the  church  there.  There  is  a  tradi- 
tion that  the  Pilgrim  died  at  his  house  in  1688.  The  date  at 
least  is  questionable.  Caleb  Eddy,  the  son  of  Caleb,  was  a 
shipwright  and  merchant  in  Boston.  The  late  Caleb  Eddy,  Esq., 
so  universaUy  respected,  was  his  descendant.  To  his  careful 
researches,  and  to  those  of  his  son  R.  H.  Edd}',  Esq.,  we  are 
indebted  for  the  most  of  our  knowledge  touching  the  Eddy 
genealog}".  Permit  me  to  sa}'  in  passing  that  as  an  accurate 
genealogist  Mr.  R.  H.  Eddy  has  no  equal  in  our  famil}'  and 
probabl}'  no  superior  in  the  country.  Should  he  ever  priut  his 
book  it  will  take  rank  at  once  as  the  first  of  its  class. 

The  two  eminent  Presbyterian  ministers  —  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Chauncey  Eddy,  and  his  brother,  the  Rev.  Ansel  D.  Eddy,  D.D. 
—  were  also  descended  through  John  from  Samuel  the  Pilgrim. 
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The  former  was  well  known  throughout  the  coinitrj'  as  an  elo- 
quent advocate  of  Foreign  Missions,  and  the  latter  as  pastor 
of  the  First  Church  in  Newark,  N.J.  In  1842  he  was  Moderator 
of  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Presb3-terian  Church.  I  had 
the  honor  of  being  a  member  that  year  as  Commissioner  from 
Buffalo  Presbytery.  I  never  knew  a  presiding  officer  who  car- 
ried himself  with  more  dignit}^,  courtes}^,  and  wisdom  than  did 
Dr.  Eddy  at  that  time. 

Both  those  excellent  brothers  are  gone  to  their  rest.  Chaun- 
cey  was  struck  down  b}'  apoplexy  at  Beloit,  Wis.,  several  j^ears 
ago  ;  and  Ansel  died,  not  long  since,  at  Seneca  Falls,  N.Y.  A 
son  of  Chauncey,  the  Rev.  W.  W.  Eddy,  is  now  a  missionary 
of  the  Presbyterian  Board  in  Syria. 

Zechariah,  the  third  son  of  the  Pilgrim,  lived  first  at  Swan- 
sea and  afterwards  here  in  Providence.  I  presume  that  the 
most  of  the  Rhode  Island  Eddj's  are  his  descendants.  The  late 
Samuel  Eddy,  LL.D.  (bornl7G9  ;  died  1839),  must  have  been 
of  his  line.  He  was  for  several  terms  a  Member  of  Con- 
gress and  afterwards  Chief  Justice  of  this  State.  He  was 
the  author  of  several  valuable  historical  papers  and  of  a  volume 
on  "Antiquities." 

Obadiah,  m}^  own  ancestor,  was  the  fourth  son  of  the  Pilgrim. 
In  1845  I  received  a  letter  from  the  late  Zechariah  Eddy,  Esq., 
of  Middleboro'  containing  this  remarkable  statement:  "I  saw 
an  old  man  of  ninetj'-thi'ee  when  I  was  3'oung  who  knew  Oba- 
diah ^vhen  he  lived  and  described  his  person  and  habits.  He 
spoke  of  him  as  a  A^ery  strong,  muscular  man,  and  said  he  lived 
to  extreme  old  age.  He  was  much  respected."  Mr.  Eddy  also 
wrote  that  he  had  often  visited  the  place  where  Obadiah's  house 
stood.  The  cellar  and  two  trees  planted  probabl}-  by  his  hand 
remain  to  show  that  human  beings  once  dwelt  there. 

The  eldest  son  of  Obadiah  was  Bexjahhn,  who,  after  several 
years  in  Middleboro',  removed  to  New  Jerse}-.  Touching  that 
branch  I  have  no  information. 
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The  second  son,  Samuel,  was  my  great-great-grandfather. 
While  he  was  greatl}'  respected  for  his  piety,  he  was  even  more 
distinguished  for  his  bodil}'  strength.  Mr.  Z.  Eddy  describes  him 
as  huge  in  build  and  very  muscular.  He  was  a  maker  of  the  old- 
fashioned  truck-wheels.  One  morning  before  breakfast  he  went 
into  the  woods,  felled  a  white-oak  tree,  sawed  off  the  butt 
with  a  handsaw  for  hubs,  and  carried  it  home  on  his  shoulder. 
At  another  time,  having  ordered  a  load  of  cedar  logs,  he  was 
disappointed  in  the  size  of  the  load,  and  said  somewhat  testily 
to  the  man  who  brought  it :  "  Why,  I  can  carrj^  that  load  on  my 
back  !  "  "  Carry  it,"  was  the  reply,  "  and  3'ou  shall  have  it  for 
nothing."  Mr.  Eddy  bound  the  logs  iiito  a  bundle,  took  them 
on  his  back,  and  carried  them  awa}'.  "There  were  giants  in 
those  days  ;"  and  we  are  the  sons  of  the  giants. 

Samuel,  the  Samson  of  our  family,  had  several  sons,  among 
them  Zechariah,  a  godly  man  and  greatly  respected.  He  was 
the  father  of  Captain  Joshua  Eddy,  an  officer  in  the  army  dur- 
ing the  Revolutionar}"  War.  He  was  a  noble  man  and  his 
memory  is  blessed.  Says  Mr.  Zechariah  Edd}-,  his  distin- 
guished son,  in  the  "  New-England  Historical  and  Genealogical 
Register,"  for  July,  1854  :  "  He  was  of  a  firm,  well-knit  ph^'si- 
cal  constitution,  of  about  six  feet  stature,  usually'  enjo3'ed  good 
health,  and  was  never  known  to  be  depressed  in  spirits.  He 
was  enterprising  and  persevering  in  every  kind  of  labor  and 
calling  which  he  undertook.  His  descent,  on  the  part  of  his 
mother,  was  from  Governor  Bradford,  George  Morton,  and 
other  Pilgrims  of  the  Mayflower;  and  he  truty  inherited  the 
Pilgrim  spirit  as  well  as  the  Pilgrim  blood.  The  religious  and 
ecclesiastical  principles  of  John  Robinson  were  household  words 
with  him.  He  was  true  to  his  principles  and  his  code  of  morals 
was  severe.  His  reverence  for  the  Bible  was  profound  and  he 
would  tolerate  no  deviation  from  its  teachings.  He  had  a  large 
heart  and  an  ingenuous  mind,  which  was  always  open  to  con- 
sider and  receive  an}'  new  truth ;  he  was  world-wide  from  big- 
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otiy  of  every  kind."  This  noble  man  left  behind  him  a  noble 
famil}'. 

In  the  3ear  1845  I  was  a  pioneer  missionar}-  in  Western  Wis- 
consin. There,  through  a  distant  relative  of  the  family,  I  first 
heard  of  Zeehariah  Edd}',  Esq.,  of  Middleboi'o',  Mass.,  and 
opened  a  con'espondeuce  with  him.  From  that  time  he  treated 
me  more  like  a  son  than  a  third  cousin.  On  his  invitation  a  few 
3'ears  afterwards  I  visited  Middleboro'.  Four  brothers  were 
then  living  in  the  town,  Joshua,  Nathaniel,  Zeehariah,  and  Wil- 
liam. They  were  all  true  Chi'istian  gentlemen,  noble  in  presence, 
genial  in  manners,  spotless  in  character.  Zeehariah  was  an  emi- 
nent lawyer.  Judge  Shaw  told  me  at  a  later  day  that  there 
was  no  better  chancery  law^'er  in  the  State.  He  probably 
understood  the  Congregational  polity  better  than  an}-  layman  in 
the  United  States.  He  was  an  able  wiiter,  and  contributed 
largel}'  to  various  newspapers  and  periodicals.  Above  all,  he 
was  a  man  of  spotless  honor,  and  sincere  though  not  demonstra- 
tive piety.  He  was  a  tender  father,  and  was  much  afflicted  in 
the  loss  of  two  promising  sons  in  then-  early  manhood.  One 
brother  of  that  estimable  famil}-  still  survives  in  an  honored  and 
vigorous  old  age,  —  Deacon  Morton  Eddy  of  Fall  River,  now 
present  with  us. 

I  cannot  refrain  from  here  interjecting  an  anecdote,  less  com- 
plimentary to  myself  than  to  the  famil}'  at  large,  and  especially 
to  the  Middleboro'  branch.  In  1867 1  was  called  to  the  pastorate 
of  the  First  Church  at  Northampton,  Mass.  When  I  preached 
there  as  a  candidate,  the  late  Hon.  C.  A.  Dewey,  Justice  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Massachusetts,  a  member  of  the  church,  hap- 
pened to  be  absent.  On  being  consulted  he  said,  "J5^cZd?/^  Call 
him  ;  he  comes  of  good  blood."  He  was  an  old  friend  of  Zeeha- 
riah Eddy  of  Middleboro',  and  I  am  happy  to  say  he  became 
a  true  and  dear  friend  to  me. 

So  much  concerning  the  descendants  of  Zeehariah,  the  son  of 
Samuel,  who  was  the  grandson  of  Samuel  the  Pilgrim.    Zeehariah 
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had  a  j'ounger  brother,  Samuel,  whom  I  have  the  honor  to  call 
my  great-grandfather.  He  was  a  man  of  mark  in  the  Old 
Colony.  Zechariah  Edd}',  from  whose  letters  I  have  so  often 
quoted,  wrote  me  thu'tj'-five  years  ago:  "Samuel  Edd}',  your 
great-grandfather,  my  great-uncle,  was  distinguished  for  his 
sobriet}',  gravit}',  sound  sense,  and  piety.  When  I  was  a  boy, 
my  grandmother  said  to  me  :  '  I  never  laid  aside  my  spinning- 
wheel  for  any  body  but  that  man  ;  but  when  I  saw  him  coming 
down  the  road,  I  put  aside  the  wheel,  and  prepared  to  sit  down 
with  him  to  get  improvement  from  his  conversation.' "  Samuel 
Eddy  seems  to  have  been  an  oracle  in  his  own  parish  and  with 
neighboring  churches.  He  also  rendered  valuable  service  to 
the  General  Court.  His  wife,  who  lived  to  extreme  age,  was 
L^'dia  Alden,  a  great-granddaughter  of  John  Alden,  the  May- 
flower Pilgrim,  and  of  that  Priscilla  Mullins  who  said  to  him, 
"John,  wh}'  do  you  not  speak  for  3'ourself?"  Througli  that 
blood  we  are  allied  not  only  to  the  Alden  family  — -  no  slight 
honor — but  to  Longfellow  and  Bryant,  and  to  President  John 
Adams  and  his  descendants. 

Samuel  Edd3-'s  son  Nathan,  m}^  grandfather,  Uved  several 
j^ears  after  his  marriage  to  Hannah  Sampson,  in  Middleboro', 
and  then  removed  to  Vermont,  settling  ultimately  in  Pittsfield, 
Winsor  county.  Ephraim,  his  eldest  son,  while  they  were  yet 
in  Middleboro',  went  into  the  army  as  his  father's  substitute, 
became  after  a  little  time  one  of  Washington's  life-guards  and 
a  member  of  his  camp  famil3^  He  came  out  of  the  arm^'  a 
Captain,  died  young,  but  left  a  daughter  of  rare  loveliness  and 
excellence,  whose  sons  — Robert  Hale,  Judge  and  Member  of 
Congress,  of  national  reputation;  Matthew  Hale,  Esq.,  an  emi- 
ment  jurist ;  W.  C.  Hale,  well  known  as  a  banker ;  and  Dr. 
Hale,  a  successful  physician  —  rise  up  and  call  her  blessed. 

Nathan's  second  son,  Nathan,  lived  in  Western  Pennsylvania, 
Kentucky,  and  St.  Louis.  He  had  two  distinguished  sons, 
Judge   Harrv  Eddv   of  Shawneetown,  111.,  and   the   Rev.   Ira 
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Edd}',  a  devoted  and  successful  minister  of  the  Methodist  Epis- 
copal Chui'ch,  who  died  several  3'ears  since,  at  Paiuesville,  O. 

Nathan's  younger  brother,  Is.vac,  lived  fii-st  at  Pittsfield,  Vt. 
He  was  at  first  a  merchant,  and  afterwards  a  minister,  and  the 
founder  of  a  Congregational  church  in  Jamestown,  Chautauqua 
count}',  N.Y.  He  was  a  winning  preacher,  a  wise  pastor,  a 
good  father,  a  saintly  man.  At  a  public  celebration,  two  3-ears 
ago,  the  chau'man  declared  that  Isaac  Eddy  was  the  best  man 
who  ever  lived  in  Jamestown :  and  this  was  more  than  forty- 
five  3'ears  after  his  death.  He  died  in  1833,  leaving  me  —  a 
youth  of  seventeen  —  fatherless.  My  brother,  the  Rev.  Hiram 
Edd}',  D.D.,  present  to-day,  and  myself  both  feel  that  blessed 
with  such  a  father  we  ought  to  have  been  better  men  and  better 
ministers. 

Zechariah  Eddy,  3'oungest  son  of  Nathan,  died  some  four 
years  ago,  at  the  age  of  ninety-three,  in  Warren,  Pa.,  leaving 
'numerous  descendants,  intelligent,  well-to-do,  and  highly  re- 
spected.    Some  of  them  are  here  to  speak  for  themselves. 

To  go  back  a  moment.  Nathan  Eddy's  brother  Samuel  emi- 
grated early  in  the  century  to  Western  New  York.  He  had  a 
large  family  of  the  highest  respectabiUty.  His  son,  the  late 
Judge  Edd}',  is  represented  by  several  sons  and  grandsons,  dis- 
tinguished law^'ers,  physicians,  and  clergj'meu.  The  Rev.  Alfred 
Eddj',  D.D.,  of  NQes,  Mich.,  is  his  sou,  whose  niece  was  the 
beautiful  and  accomplished  wife  of  the  present  excellent  governor 
of  Michigan ;  so  we  have  the  honor  of  claiming  the  governor's 
lovel}'  daughters  as  our  cousins.  Thi'ough  another  son  of  Sam- 
uel several  distinguished  Baptist  ministers  have  been  given  to 
the  church, — among  them,  the  Rev.  Seth  Eddy  and  the  Rev.  R.  J. 
Eddy,  D.D.,  both,  I  believe,  still  living.  The  eminent  Baptist 
minister  of  Boston,  Rev.  D.  C.  Eddy,  D.D.,  belongs,  I  thinlc,  to 
another  branch  of  the  family.  Though  I  once  heard  him  say 
that,  for  certain  reasons,  he  felt  no  interest  in  his  Eddy  gene- 
alog}',  could  not  help  thinking  that  from  head  to  foot  he  was

a  remarkably  fine  specimen  of  the  Eddy  physique.  We  cer- 
tainly claim  him  as  a  cousin. 

No  member  of  ovu-  family  has  done  more  to  illustrate  om' 
name  than  the  late  Rev.  Thomas  Mears  Eddy,  D.D.,  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Church.  I  am  told  by  his  son,  in  a  recent 
letter,  that  his  father  belonged  to  the  Samuel  branch  of  the  fam- 
ily. This  is  rather  vague  ;  but  some  of  the  genealogists  present 
can  probably  trace  his  descent  from  the  Pilgrim.  Augustus 
Eddy,  the  father  of  Thomas,  was  born  in  Berkshire  county, 
Mass.  He  was  also  a  Methodist  preacher,  and  had  great  fame 
in  Ohio  and  Indiana.  When  I  was  a  youthful  itinerant  mission- 
ary I  happened  to  meet  Augustus  Edd}',  who  was  then  in  the 
prime  of  life  and  an  Eddy  all  over.  I  still  remember  my  con- 
versation with  him.  "What  was  your  father's  name?"  he 
asked.  "  Isaac."  '■'■Isaac!  Isaac!  I  had  an  uncle  [perhaps  it 
was  a  more  distant  relative]  whose  name  was  Isaac ;  but  of 
course  you  are  not  his  son ;  he  was  very  rich."  I  suspect 
that  I  was  a  seedy-looking  evangelist  at  that  time. 

Thomas  M.  Eddy  was  born  in  1823  near  Cincinnati.  With 
scanty  advantages  he  entered  early  on  the  work  of  preaching 
the  gospel.  He  soon  attained  great  popularity  as  a  preacher 
and  as  a  writer.  He  was  sought  for  in  Chicago,  in  Baltimore, 
in  Washington ;  and  was,  at  length,  elected  by  the  General 
Conference  one  of  the  three  corresponding  secretaries  of  the 
Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Chm-ch.  He  proved  him- 
self in  every  position  a  man  of  signal  ability ;  an  eloquent 
preacher,  an  able  editor,  a  wise  manager  of  a  great  institu- 
tion. More  than  all,  he  was  a  saint.  His  life  was  spotless. 
Had  he  lived  a  few  years  he  would  undoubtedly  have  been 
raised  to  the  episcopate.  But  he  was  struck  down  by  sudden 
disease,  at  the  age  of  fift^'-one.  It  was  unexpected  to  him  ;  but 
he  was  ready.  He  calmly  ai'rauged  his  worldly  afFaks  and 
waited  for  the  change.  Among  his  last  words  were,  "I  am 
now  in  a  most  sweet  state  of  mind,  nearing  the  gates.  Eter- 
nity dawns  !     HaUelujah ! " 
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This  imiDerfect  genealogical  histoiy  of  our  family  is  all  that  I 
can  now  offer  you.  Many  of  the  details  are  unknown  to  me ; 
and  manj'  that  are  known  would  be  out  of  place  in  a  discourse 
of  this  kind.  Some  mistakes  I  have  doubtless  made,  and  some 
of  you  will  notice  many  omissions.  Should  the  address  be 
printed,  it  will  be  submitted  to  the  careful  criticism  of  the  best 
genealogist  among  us,  and  the  errors,  at  least,  corrected. 

This  review  suggests  several  rather  fruitful  remarks  on  our 
famil}"  history. 

1.  The  family  has  been  marked,  for  three  hundred  years,  for 
•what  Dr.  Bushnell  calls  "the  power  of  population."  The  rule 
in  these  branches  of  the  family  has  been  large  households,  espe- 
cially many  sons,  so  that  the  name  is  now  very  widel}'  spread. 
It  is  estimated  that  the  number  of  the  descendants  of  William 
Eddye  in  the  United  States  is  now  not  less  than  six  or  seven 
thousand.  This,  considering  how  many  families  in  New  Eng- 
land have  become  extinct,  and  that  others  are  now  only  repre- 
sented by  a  few,  is  noteworthy.  The  Irishman  said  it  was 
hereditary  in  his  family  not  to  have  an}''  children.  "We  certainly 
cannot  sa}^  that  of  ours. 

This  extraordinary  multiplication  accounts  for  the  fact  that, 
while  the  Eddys  as  a  family  are  not  poor,  not  man}^  of  them 
are  very  rich.  Few  great  estates  have  passed  from  father  to 
son.  Estates  that  were  in  a  fair  way  to  become  large  have 
been  divided  among  many  heirs.  I  do  not  regard  this  as  a  mis- 
fortune. 

2.  This  power  of  population  implies  large  hereditary  vitality. 
Few  families  have  such  a  "  physical  basis  "  for  family  immortal- 
ity as  ours.  We  are  a  large-limbed,  muscular,  vigorous  race ; 
and  we  have  been  since  our  "  pre-historic  times."  I  can  find  few 
traces  of  hereditary  diseases,  like  scrofula,  consumption,  gout, 
insanity.  We  still  have  a  sound  physique,  and  many  branches 
are  remarkable  for  longevity.  There  are  of  course  many  in- 
stances of  physical  debility  and  disease,  just  as  in  a  field  of 
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■western  corn  there  are  many  feeble  stalks ;  but  sueli  instances 
are  usually  the  result  of  intermarriage  and,  more  frequently, 
of  the  violation  of  h3'gienic  laws. 

3.  "We  are  a  large-brained  famil}- ;  but  hitherto  there  have 
been  but  few  manifestations  of  remarkable  intellectual  power. 
"When  I  first  undertook  to  prepare  this  discourse,  I  said  to  a 
friend:  "It  is  a  hard  case;  we  have  been  a  dead  level  of  re- 
spectability for  three  hundred  years."  Since  then  my  estimate 
has  been  somewhat  raised.  We  have,  it  is  true,  during  these 
three  centuries  been  living  on  a  plain,  but  it  has  been  rather  a 
high  plain,  with  here  and  there  a  respectable  hill,  and  in  a  few 
instances  a  Mount  Holj^oke,  or  even  a  Greylock,  or  a  Mount 
Equinox,  but  never  a  Mont  Blanc  or  a  Jungfrau.  Our  family 
has  produced  no  great  statesman,  or  philosopher,  or  orator,  or 
poet,  or  historian,  or  man  of  science :  a  few  distinguished  law- 
yers, physicians,  and  clergjTuen,  there  have  been ;  one  or  two 
of  national  reputation.  That  is  a  respectable  showing,  but 
nothing  to  boast  of.  And  yet,  considering  that  the  Edd}^  gens 
has  made  a  victorious  struggle  for  existence,  and  considering 
their  present  vigorous  vitality,  we  may  reasonably  look  here- 
after for  more  splendid  intellectual  developments.  I  quite  con- 
cur in  the  sagacious  remark  of  Mr.  R.  H.  Edd}',  in  a  recent 
letter,  "Though  as  yet  the  Eddys  have  not  a  hrilliant  record, 
I  think  there  are  in  the  race  latent  qualities  which  will  in  fu- 
ture bring  about  such  a  record."  All  depends  upon  the  train- 
ing of  our  children.  Educate  !  educate  !  and  the  result  is 
certain. 

4.  The  moral  average  of  our  family  has  been  high  from  the  first. 
Few  have  been  convicted  of  crimes.  Few  of  the  name  have 
been  shut  up  in  prison :  one  such  I  have  heard  of,  but  I  ascer- 
tained that  the  prisoner  was  a  colored  woman ;  how  she  came 
by  our  name  I  know  not ;  she  probably'  thought  it  a  good  name 
to  steal !  Drunkards  and  libertines  have  doubtless  been  in  the 
family  ;  but  the}'  are  exceptional  in  its  histor}-.    The  old  Puritan 
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sobriety  and  conjugal  faitlifuluess  are  still  characteristic  family 
traits.  The  name  does  not  figure  in  trials  for  divorces,  or  for 
embezzlement  of  trust  funds,  or  for  any  kind  of  fraud.  The 
late  Judge  Eddy  of  Western  New  York  once  remarked  to  Dr. 
Ansel  D.  Eddy,  that  there  "was  never  a  mean  Eddj-."  Mr. 
Z.  Eddy  of  Middleboro',  hearing  of  the  remark,  wrote  to  me 
with  some  emphasis  :  "  That  is  not  true  !  "  He  was  a  man  so 
sensitive  touching  ever}'  point  of  honor,  that  he  detected  mean- 
ness where  ordinary  mortals  saw  nothing  that  was  not  high- 
minded  and  generous. 

5.  The  religious  character  of  the  famil}-  is  strongly  pronounced. 
"We  must,  I  think,  recognize  an  hereditary  religious  tendency  in 
our  blood.  To  be  sure  such  a  tendency  clings  to  human  nature, 
but  it  is  more  strongly  marked  in  some  families  than  in  others. 
Since  the  da3's  of  our  pious  ancestor,  the  Vicar  of  Cranbrook, 
there  has  been  no  break  in  the  transmission  of  Christian  faith 
and  devotion.  And  the  tendency  has  been  to  earnest  forms  of 
piet3\  In  the  time  of  Whitfield,  the  Eddys  —  certainly  at  Mid- 
dleboro'— were  New  Lights,  and  built  a  meeting-house  for  them- 
selves. And  here  comes  in  one  of  Mr.  Z.  Eddy's  anecdotes : 
"  One  of  our  gi^audmothers  used  to  ride  to  church,  and  she  had 
to  pass  the  old  church  in  order  to  reach  her  own.  Now  at  the 
old  church  was  the  stake  at  which  she  formerly  tied  her  horse. 
Going  to  meeting  one  Lord's  Day,  as  she  was  musing,  her  horse 
turned  up  to  the  old  stake.  She  saw  some  of  the  Old  Lights 
standing  near  smile ;  so  she  suddenl}'  caught  up  the  loose  rein 
and  said :  '  Get  away !  It  seems  to  me  that  every  irrational 
creatm'e  in  the  parish  will  go  to  this  old  meeting-house ! ' " 
The  Edclj-s  have  generally  affiliated  with  what  are  popularly 
(perhaps  invidiousl}')  called  "evangelical"  churches.  Many  are 
still,  as  were  the  Pilgrims,  Congregationalists  ;  man}'  have  passed 
naturally  into  the  Presbyterian  Church  ;  not  a  few  are  Baptists 
(who  are,  the}'  sa}',  but  wet  Congregationalists),  and  a  large 
number  are  Methodists.     The  name  however  is  somewhat  cele- 
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brated  among  the  Friends  ;  and  a  highly-respectable  section  of 
the  family  is  identified  either  with  the  Unitarians  or  the  Univer- 
salists.  A  few  are  going  back  to  the  church  of  their  ancestor, 
WUliam  Eddye.  But  the  inherited  tendency  of  the  race  to  re- 
ligion in  some  form  seems  irresistible.  However  it  may  be 
with  other  families,  the  Eddys  must  have  a  religion.  This  is 
not  a  superstitious  or  unreasoning  tendency.  It  comes,  not 
merely  from  the  natural  instinct  of  humanity  yearning  after  God, 
but  it  has  been  developed  and  nurtured  by  ages  of  enlightened 
culture.  It  is  the  highest  glory  of  our  blood.  Personally  I  be- 
lieve that  it  is  a  signal  fulfilment  of  a  divine  promise :  "I  will 
be  a  God  to  thee,  and  thy  seed  after  thee." 

It  is  religion  more  than  blood  which  unites  the  scattered  mem- 
bers of  the  Eddy  brotherhood  ;  it  is  religion  that  unites  the  living 
and  the  dead  in  one  fellowship.  It  is  my  belief  that  on  this 
occasion  the  fathers,  who  toiled  and  prayed  for  us  while  they 
were  on  earth,  still  survive;  and  I  cannot  but  thinli  they  are 
really  though  invisibly  with  us  to-day. 

Ye  sainted  ones,  now  resting  from  your  labors,  in  the  name  of 
my  kindred  and  with  filial  reverence  I  salute  j'ou  !  We  remem- 
ber your  names,  your  virtues,  3'our  pra^^ers  ;  and  we  promise  that 
this  memor^'^  shall  be  our  inspiration  to  consecrated  lives  and 
noble  deeds.  We  will  ti^ead  in  your  footsteps  tUl  we  also  are 
called  over  to  the  majority. 

Hark  !  Is  it  fancy  ;  or  do  I  hear  a  manifold  benediction  sound- 
ing out  stiU  and  clear  from  the  Unseen,  the  venerable  pastor  of 
Cranbrook  leading  the  voices  of  his  glorified  descendants  ? 

"  The  Lord  bless  you  and  keep  you : 

"  The  Lord  make  His  face  to  shine  upon  you,  and  be  gracious 
unto  you : 

"The  Lord  lift  up  His  countenance  upon  you,  and  give  you 
peace  ! " 

And  let  all  the  family  say,  Ajien  ! 
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The  oration  was  listened  to  with  great  attention  and 
was  frequently  applauded.  R.  H.  Eddy,  Esq.,  of  Boston, 
said  that  he  might  not  be  able  to  attend  the  afternoon 
exercises,  and  asked  permission  to  remark  that  several 
persons  present  probably  little  knew  how  near  they  came 
to  never  having  had  existence,  and  related  an  anecdote 
in  regard  to  their  ancestor  John  Eddy  (the  son  of 
Samuel  the  Pilgrim),  who,  when  at  work  in  his  field  one 
day  during  King  Philip's  War,  was  discovered  by  several 
Indians  who  determined  to  kill  him ;  but  as  he  was  a 
favorite  with  them,  they  drew  lots  to  determine  who 
should  be  the  executioner.  John  having  his  gun  with 
him,  and  suspecting  the  enemy  to  be  near,  kept  strict 
watch;  and  discovering  signs  of  an  Indian  crouching 
beneath  a  bank,  fired  at  him  as  he  rose,  the  savage  firing 
at  John  at  the  same  time,  and  receiving  and  being  killed 
by  the  ball  from  the  firearm  of  John.  On  John  attempt- 
ing to  reload  his  gun,  he  found  that  the  ball  from  that 
of  the  Indian  had  struck  and  carried  away  the  hammer 
of  the  lock  of  the  piece,  leaving  John  unharmed. 

The  exercises  of  the  morning  were  concluded  by  the 
audience  joining  in  the  singing,  to  the  tune  of  "Zbr^,"  — 

"  O  God,  our  help  in  ages  past, 
Our  hope  for  years  to  come, 
Our  shelter  from  the  stormy  blast, 
And  our  eternal  home !  " 

The  President  announced  that  a  telegram  had  just  been 
received  from  James  H.  Eddy,  Esq.,  stating  that,  owing 
to  an  accident  on  the  railroad  the  New  Britain  and  Con- 
necticut Eddys  would  be  delayed  three  hours. 

The  President,  on  behalf  of  James  Eddy,  Esq.,  ex- 
tended an  invitation  to  all  to  repair  to  his  dwelling  in 
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close  proximity  to  tlie  chapel,  and  partake  of  a  collation 
there  in  readiness,  for  which  there  would  he  a  recess  of 
an  hour.  Nearly  all  accepted  the  hospitable  invitation. 
While  some  were  occupied  with  the  viands  and  good 
cheer  so  sumptuously  provided,  others  were  critically  ob- 
serving the  works  of  art  which  adorned  the  mansion  in 
great  profusion.  Still  others  were  walking  the  grounds 
and  taking  note  of  the  picturesqueness  and  beauty  of  the 
situation ;  while  many  others  remained  in  the  chapel  in 
order  to  become  better  acquainted  with  some  new-found 
relative,  or  to  clear  up  some  doubtful  genealogy. 

AETEENOON. 

At  two  o'clock  the  meeting  was  called  to  order,  and 
the  exercises  were  opened  with  the  singing  of  a  song  by 
Mrs.  S.  S.  Chaffin,  beginning, — 

"I  hear  thee  speak  of  the  better  land. 
Thou  call'st  its  children  a  happy  band." 

It  was  admirably  executed  and  highly  appreciated.

weaves. 
And  o'er  the  beds  of  djing  flowers  all  Nature  softly  grieves. 

For  'twas  on  such  an  autumn  morn,  that,  up  the  rippling  bay, 
The  ship  that  bore  our  fathers  passed,  and  at  the  pierhead  lay. 
While  men  ran  out  to  welcome  them  through  all  the  town  that 
day. 
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Full  pleasantly  the  PI}' mouth  shores  lay  spread  before  their  sight ; 
For  then,  as  now,  along  the  land  the  woods  were  fair  and  bright 
With  all  the  beauty  Autumn  weaves  each  year  for  our  delight. 

And  there  the  settlers'  children  played,  as  joyous  children  do, 
Held  up  the  scarlet  maple  leaves  to  see  the  sun  shine  through, 
Or  scoured  the  woods  for  glossy  nuts,  with  many  a  glad  halloo. 

And  there  their  mother,  at  her  toil,  went  swiftly  to  and  fro, 
"With  snatches  of  some  quaint  old  psalm  sung  fervently  and  low. 
As  steadily  from  the  humming  wheel  passed  off  the  soft  brown 
tow. 

Perhaps,  at  times,  the  secret  tears  might  dim  that  mother's  ej'es, 
When  through  the  dappled  clouds  at  night  she  watched  the  white 

moon  rise, 
With  just  the  same  fair  face  that  blessed  the  far-off  English  skies. 

Or  when  the  maidens  of  the  town  came  in  on  cold  Spring  days, 
With  sprigs  of  pink  arbutus  flowers  plucked  from  the  woodland 

ways, 
The  matron's  heart  might  mourn  the  bloom  of  verdant  English 

Mays. 

Perhaps  on  sunny  Sabbath  morns,  when  all  folks  churchward 

went. 
E'en  as  the  young  wife  passed  the  door,  and  o'er  her  psalm-book 

bent, 
Her  heart  might  wander  far  away  to  the  old  gra}'  church  in  Kent — 

The  bare,  unpainted  meeting-house,  forgotten  for  a  while, — 
Her  dream}^  e3^es  might  glow  at  thought  of  Dunstan's  buttressed 

pile. 
With  forms  of  many  an  early  friend  along  the  echoing  aisle. 
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And  3'et,  when  at  the  sound  of  praj'er  her  swift  thoughts  home- 
ward sped, 
Where,  o'er  the  silent  worshippers,  rose  Brewster's  hallowed  head, 
No  wish  was  hers  that  she  might  kiaeel  in  Cranbrook  church  in- 
stead. 

For  pilgrim  souls  were  stout  and  brave,  and  woman's  faith  was 

strong, 
And  no  true  wife  in  Plymouth  town  with  coward  heart  would  long 
For  flowery  field  or  stately  church  dimmed  with  a  mist  of  wrong. 

Ah,  glorious  was  that  place  of  prayer,  with  bare  unvaulted  roof, 
And  sentinel  watching  by  the  door  for  Indian  forms  aloof, 
Where  flickering  woodland  shadows  wove  theh  m3'stic  warp  and 
woof. 

For  there,  'mid  many  a  noble  fonn,  grave  and  intent  of  mien, 
With  firm-set  lips  and  prayerful  eyes,  stern  Bradford's  head  was 

seen. 
With  Alden's  fair  and  gentle  face,  and  Winslow's  brow  serene. 

And  bm-ly  Standish,  restless  ej'ed,  and  turning  o'er  and  o'er 
Toward  where  the  loaded  guns  stood  stacked  beside  the  open 

door ; 
And  Cushman's  thoughtful  countenance,  and  many  an  elder  more. 

And  o'er  the  forms  of  men  and  maids,  and  rosy  children  fair. 
The  light  of  one  great  purpose  shone,  ennobling  all  things  there. 
As  hill  and  dale  transfigured  lie,  'neath  Autumn's  amber  air. 

And  in  that  light  our  fathers  lived  and  labored,  j'ear  by  3'ear ; 
With  steadfast  courage  took  their  way  through  patlis  of  doubt 

and  fear : 
The  winds  of  earth  might  strive  with  them,  but  faith's  blue  sky 

was  clear. 
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But  little  thought  was  theirs,  I  ween  —  as  from  the  upland  field 
They  harvested  the  scanty  crop  that  iron  soil  would  yield  — 
Of  all  the  iDower  the  Pilgrim  name  in  future  daj's  would  wield. 

Not  power  or  fame  they  coveted ;  they  sought,  through  good 

and  ill, 
Freedom  to  serve  the  Lord  they  loved — freedom  to  learn  his 

will! 
And  through  long  lives  of  honest  toil  they  kept  his  blessing  still. 

What  more  can  we  their  children  do  than  follow  where  they  led ! 
Like  them,  in  manly  toil  below,  our  heavenward  pathway  tread, 
TiU  luUing  notes  of  angel-songs  float  o'er  our  dying  bed. 

And  then  through  death's  calm  midnight  lie,  silent,  with  peace- 
ful breast, 
Until  the  dewy  winds  of  dawn  shall  blow  from  East  to  West, 
And  golden  light  of  endless  da}'  break  through  our  honored  rest. 
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After  the  applause  had  subsided  with  which  the  poem 
had  been  received,  the  President  stated  that  an  effort 
had  been  made  to  secure  a  delegation  of  the  Eddy  Family 
from  England.  Although  at  first  it  had  been  hoped  for, 
he  was  sorry  to  say  that  the  anticipations  of  the  com- 
mittee had  not  been  realized.  We  have,  however,  a 
communication  from  them  wliich  will  be  read. 

The  Clerk  read  the  following :  — 

"  To  John  Eddy,  Esq.,  as  representative  of  the  American  Eddys  : 

"We,  your  English  namesakes  and  cousins,  offer  3'ou,  the 
Edd3's  all  and  sundr}^,  our  hearty  congratulations  upon  the 
peaceful  and  prosperous  celebration  of  your  anniversary.  "We 
hope  you  will  accept  this  cordial  expression  of  our  sympathy, 
and  allow  us,  though  absent,  to  be  associated  with  j'ou  in  j-our 
famil}'  reunion.  We  onl}'  wish  we  could  join  you  upon  this  inter- 
esting occasion,  and  that  thus  united  with  you  by  the  tie  of 
kindi'ed,  we  could  thus  represent,  in  om*  one  family,  the  common 
blood,  the  common  language,  and  the  common  associations  of 
history  and  country,  which  we  trust  may  always  knit  together  in 
friendship  England  and  America. 

"  I,  Charles  Eddy,  who  am  writing  this  as  spokesman  of  our 
famil}^  am  a  clerg3'man  of  the  Church  of  England,  as  were  my 
father  and  grandfather  before  me,  and  the  common  ancestor  of 
our  race.  We  do  not  know  of  any  relations  outside  the  small 
circle  of  my  grandfather's  descendants  ;  and  this  will  be  signed 
by  as  many  of  these  as  we  can  communicate  with.  I  have  mj'self 
attached  my  brother's  signature,  as  he  sympathizes  warmly  with 
your  meeting,  and  would  have  very  much  liked  to  come  to  3'ou. 
But,  alas,  on  this  side  of  the  Atlantic  the  Edd3-s  have  not  man- 
aged to  accumulate  any  great  store  of  wealth,  and  the  journey 
from  Rome  (where  mj-  brother  is  established,  in  the  Banlc  of 
Messrs.  Plowden  &  Co.)  is  long  and  expensive. 

"  I  have  sent  in  a  former  letter  our  genealogical  tree,  so  far  as 
we  can  trace  it  back,  with  such  particulars  as  seemed  likely  to  be 
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interesting  to  you ;  and  now  enclose  a  photograph  of  mj'self, 
taken  six  or  seven  years  ago.  My  relations,  to  whom  I  am 
sending  this  for  signature,  will,  I  hope,  send  theirs  also. 

"In  conclusion,  let  me  express  the  pleasure  with  which  we 
received  3'our  friendly  invitation  and  greetings,  and  repeat  our 
hearty  congratulations  and  good  wishes.  Should  3'ou  or  other 
Edd3'S  visit  England,  I  shall  be  glad  to  welcome  3'ou  at  vay  quiet 
country  parsonage. 

' '  Please  send  us  anj'  account  which  may  be  published  of  3' our 
meeting,  and  of  Dr.  Zachary  Eddy's  address. 

"Charles  Eddy,  M.A., 

"  Vicar  of  Bramley,  Hants,  Late  Fellow  and 
Tutor  of  Queen's  College,  Oxford. 
"John  Eddy, 
"  Frances  Ann  Eddy,

The  President  said  that  if  it  be  the  pleasure  of  the 
meeting,  a  few  minutes  would  be  occupied  in  reading 
extracts  from  other  communications  from  our  English 
cousins.  Assent  being  given,  the  Clerk  read  a  portion  of 
a  letter  from  Mrs.  Sarah  Beeman,  nee  Eddy,  wife  of  the 
Rev.  Thomas  Beeman  of  London,  a  native  of  Cranbrook :  — 

"My  Dear  Sir: 

"  .  .  .  My  husband  and  myself  feel  greatly  interested  in  the 
proposed  celebration,  and  hope  the  29th  of  October  may  witness 
a  happy  and  successful  gathering  ;  and  that  the  noble  spirit  that 
animated  the  Pilgrim  Fathers  may  be  largely  shared  by  their 
descendants.     Their  memory  is  dear  to  eveiy  Englishman." 

In  another  letter,  from  the  same  lady,  she  writes  :  — 

"  I  have  in  m}-  possession  a  handsome  set  of  very  old  China 
which  once  belonged  to  the  Brewster  family." 
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Extract  from  the  letter  of  Mrs.  Maria  S.  Lilly,  nee 
Eddy,  wife  of  the  Rev.  Peter  Lilly. 

"  CoLLATON  Vicarage,  Paignton,  S.  Devon. 
"Dear  Mr.  Eddy: 

"  As  one  of  your  uiaknown  English  relations,  I  write  to  assure 
you  of  the  lively  interest  we  take  in  the  approaching  Eddy  jubilee. 

' '  We  have  not  yet  heard  whether  any  English  representative 
can  be  present,  but  we  shall  very  much  rejoice  if  this  is  found 
possible. 

"We  beg  that  j^ou  will  present  our  best  regards,  and  most 
sincere  good  wishes,  to  those  who  are  united  with  3'ou  in  pro- 
moting this  reunion. 

"  Very  truly  yours, 

"Maria  Susanna  Lilly." 

Extract  from  the  letter  of  Mrs.  Jane  Elizabeth  Tomp- 
kins, n^e  Eddy,  wife  of  the  Rev.  Henry  George  Tompkins 
of  Park  Lodge,  Weston  Supra  Mare  :  — 

"...  With  cordial  wishes  for  a  happy  gathering,  and  for 
many  blessings  on  the  many  branches  of  the  family  for  the 
future,  —  as  by  God's  mercy  in  time   past,  —  in  which  good 
wishes  my  husband  and  daughter  beg  to  join,  believe  me, 
"  Dear  sir,  sincerely  yours, 

"Jane  Elizabeth  Tompkins." 

Under  the  date  of  August  4,  1880,  Mrs.  Tompkins 
writes :  — 

"  My  gi'andfather  John  Eddj'^'s  second  wife  was  the  daughter 
of  Rev.  HoUier  Allen,  and  INIary  his  wife,  daughter  of  Peter 
Bathurst,  Esq.,  of  Clarendon  Park,  Wilts.  Peter  Bathurst  mar- 
ried Lady  Selena  Shirley,  daughter  of  Earl  Ferrers.     They  had

fifteen  children  ;  one  of  these  married  Lord  Tracey,  and  was  one 
of  the  ladies  of  the  bed-chamber  to  Queen  Charlotte,  wife  of 
George  III. 

"  This  lady  adopted  her  niece,  who  was  the  second  wife  of  my 
grandfather,  John  Eddy,  Rector  of  Toddington." 

"Queen's  Gate  Terrace,  S.W.  London, 
"August  5,  1880. 

"  Mrs.  Eddy  regrets  ver}^  much  that  it  is  not  possible  for  her 
or  her  daughter  to  be  present  at  the  Eddy  Festival  in  October. 
In  addition  to  the  interest  of  seeing  so  many  of  such  a.  large 
and  prosperous  family,  IVIrs.  Eddy  would  have  been  very  pleased 
to  make  the  acquaintance  of  the  Mr.  Eddy  who  welcomed  and 
so  hospitably  entertained  her  late  dear  husband,  Dr.  Charles 
"Walter  Eddy,  some  two  and  twenty  years  ago ;  and  she  begs 
that  gentleman's  acceptance  of  the  accompan3'ing  photographs, 
and  little  pamphlet,  in  remembrance  of  her  husband.  Mrs.  Eddy 
wishes  she  could  send  any  information  relative  to  the  family 
ancestors  which  would  be  interesting,  but  it  is  not  in  her  power 
to  do  so.  She  begs,  however,  on  behalf  of  her  daughter  and 
herself,  to  give  her  most  cordial  good  wishes  to  their  American 
cousins." 

This  concluded  the  arrangements  which  had  been  made 
by  the  Committee ;  and  the  President  requested  the 
various  branches  of  the  family  to  occupy  the  remaining 
time. 

Miss  Sula  S.  Eddy,  —  a  graduate  of  Cornell  University, 
whose  home  is  in  Elmira,  N.Y.,  but  who  at  present  is 
connected  with  the  Classical  Institute  of  Schenectady, 
N. Y.,  —  was  then  introduced.  She  read  a  poem  of  consid- 
erable length,  portions  of  which  are  as  follows  :  —  , 
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POEM. 

BY  MISS  SULA  S.    EDDY. 

From  North,  from  South,  from  East  and  West 

We  bring  our  heart}^  greeting, 
To  those  who  come  with  one  accord. 

In  friendly  concourse  meeting. 

We  see  before  us  faces  strange. 

Whose  kindred  blood  is  flowing, 
And  as  we  trace  the  subtle  tie, 

A  kindred  love  is  glowing. 

Two  hundi-ed  3-ears  and  more  have  passed, 

Since  in  this  country  landed 
The  honored  men  who  bore  our  name. 

With  other  pilgrims  banded. 

To  God  who  gave  the  favoring  gale 

Their  hearts  and  voices  lifting, 
Forth  from  that  band,  o'er  sea  and  land, 

A  song  of  praise  went  drifting. 

Prophetic  eyes  were  none  to  see 
This  land  with  millions  teeming ; 

That  day  on  Plymouth  rock  this  band 
Had  little  time  for  dreaming. 

Before  them,  as  they  cast  their  ej-es, 

No  life  of  ease  was  lapng,  — 
They  knew  the  hand  must  grasp  the  plow 

Without  the  least  delajdng. 
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Their  faith  and  trust  helped  smooth  the  way, 
And  heavy  clouds  were  rifted, 

When  up  to  him  who  brought  them  safe 
The  eye  of  faith  was  lifted. 

"With  pruning-hook  and  sword  they  fought, 

A  road  to  freedom  clearing ; 
A  temple,  where  they  made  a  home, 

To  God  and  freedom  rearing.

One  little  hour  we  linger  here, 

The  past,  so  precious,  viewing ; 
Now  let  us  clasp  each  other's  hands, 

Theu'  pledge  of  faith  renewing. 

My  friends,  and  more,  my  kinsmen,  all, 

Accept  this  little  song,  — 
May  blessings  brighten  all  j^our  days. 

And  life  be  sweet  and  long ; 

And  when  your  years  are  numbered  full, 

And  all  of  life  is  past. 
May  you  with  blessed  ones  above 

Find  heavenly  rest  at  last. 
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The  president  remarked  that  the  Eddys  of  New  Jersey 
had  distinguished  themselves  in  the  learned  professions, 
and  as  patriots  in  the  late  civil  war,  and  called  upon  the 
Rev.  Hu'am  Edd}^  D.D.,  of  Jersey  City,  who  had  some 
experience  in  Libby  prison. 

He  responded  by  saying  that  he  knew  nothing  of  gene- 
alogy, but  was  greatly  interested  in  what  others  had  said. 
He  was  delighted  to  beheve  that  while  but  few  Eddys  had 
made  for  themselves  a  national  reputation,  yet,  as  a  fam- 
ily, they  had  attained  a  high  rank  in  the  learned  professions 
and  as  men  of  business ;  and  that  in  almost  every  branch 
of  the  family  they  had  exliibited  those  noble  qualities  of 
mind  and  heart  which  go  to  make  the  greatness  of  any 
people.  He  was  also  exceedingly  pleased  with  the  Eddy 
physiognomy,  and  the  perfection  of  physique,  —  that  there 
was  in  us  so  much  of  the  angular,  for  he  had  never  known 
any  great  people  who  had  no  points.  He  felt  that  he  was  in 
the  company  of  congenial  spirits  and  greeted  the  audience 
heartily,  and  declared  that  being  one  of  this  family  was  a 
privilege  more  to  be  rejoiced  in  than  to  sway  the  proudest 
sceptre. 

John  Eddy,  Esq.,  of  Caribou,  Me.,  spoke  as  follows:  — 

"  Mb.  Pkesidext  : 

"  The  gentleman  who  has  preceded  me  has  been  extending 
his  greetings  and  words  of  welcome  to  the  members  of  the  Eddy 
famil}-  present,  from  the  States  of  Rhode  Island,  Massachusetts, 
Vermont,  Ohio,  &c. 

"  He  has  not  mentioned  Maine,  probably  supposing  there  is 
no  one  here  from  that  State  ;  but  I  wish  to  inform  the  audience 
that  there  is  one  representative  of  the  famih'  here  to-daj-  from 
Maine,  —  your  humble  sers-ant.  I  am  probahl}-  the  most  eastern 
representative  of  the  family  in  the  United  States.     You  have  all 
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heard  of  Bangor,  and  that  is  regarded  as  away  down  east.  But 
my  home  is  one  hundred  and  seventy  miles  be^'ond  Bangor, 
where  it  is  sometimes  said  we  have  to  pr}'  the  sun  up  with  a 
crowbar  ;  but  this  is  not  so.  The  sun  rises  in  the  natural  way, 
and  shines  as  brightly  upon  our  pleasant  farms  and  cheerful 
homes,  our  grand  old  forests  and  babbling  brooks,  as  anywhere 
in  the  Union.  (The  President  inquires  the  name  of  the  speaker.) 
My  name  is  John ;  my  great-gi'andfather's  name  was  John,  and 
he  having  emigrated  from  Middleboro',  Mass.,  was  probably 
descended  from  the  original  John  who  landed  at  Pl^'mouth. 
About  one  hundred  years  ago  my  great-grandfather,  with  his 
famil3%  including  my  grandfather  Seth,  then  a  boy  ten  j'cars  of 
age,  left  Ms  Middleboro'  home  to  start  anew  in  the  then  unset- 
tled region  of  Western  Worcester  County,  Mass.  The  location 
selected  was  on  Ragged  Hill,  in  the  west  parish  of  Brookfield, 
so  called  from  its  exceedingly  rough  and  rocky  soil.  An  incident 
of  the  journey  may  be  interesting.  While  climbing  the  Leicester 
hills  the  old  cow  that  was  tied  behind  the  load  of  goods 
became  so  tired  as  to  be  unable  to  proceed.  They  were  at  their 
wit's  end  to  know  what  to  do.  They  couldn't  get  along  in  the 
new  home  without  the  cow.  Finall}^,  the  old  gentleman,  who 
had  no  doubt  often  refreshed  his  drooping  spu'its  with  the  '  O  be 
joyful,'  concluded  to  try  its  effects  upon  the  cow.  Taking  an 
ear  of  corn  he  cut  a  deep  cavity  in  the  butt  with  his  knife,  and 
filling  it  with  rum,  gave  it  to  the  cow  to  eat.  She  soon  revived, 
and  was  able  to  prosecute  the  journey  successfully. 

' '  When  my  grandfather  became  a  man  he  took  a  part  of  the 
original  farm,  which  was  large,  and  settled  near  b}^  Here  my 
father,  Titus  Eddy,  was  born.  When  he  was  of  age  he  became 
possessed  of  the  original  homestead,  where  he  raised  a  family  of 
six  bo3'S  and  two  girls.  Mr.  Elijah  Edd}-,  who  sang  '  The  break- 
ing waves  dashed  high'  so  finely  this  morning,  and  mj'self, 
counted  two  of  the  number. 

"  The  enterprise  and  ambition  of  the  great-grandfather  John 
was  inherited  to  some  extent  b}'  his  namesake  the  great-grand- 
son, who  stands  before  you ;  and  when  my  health  failed  me,  as 
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a  mechanic  in  Massachusetts,  and  a  change  of  business  became 
necessary,  I  picked  up  my  little  all,  and  with  my  family  started 
for  the  wilds  of  Aroostook.  This  was  nineteen  3-ears  ago. 
Aroostook  is  the  most  northern  County  of  Maine,  and  comprises 
an  area  of  territory  about  the  size  of  the  State  of  Massachusetts, 
and  at  that  time  was  covered  with  a  dense  forest  growth.  I 
went  away  into  the  wild  woods,  fom-  miles  from  any  travelled 
road,  and  reared  my  log-house,  A  few  other  settlers  were  in 
the  vicinity. 

"  But  to  me,  coming  from  busy  Massachusetts,  an  oppressive 
stillness  seemed  to  pervade  all.  No  hum  of  machinery  ever 
greeted  our  ears ;  no  steam  whistle ;  no  pleasant  church-going 
bell ;  no  rattle  of  wheels  ever  passed  our  dwelling  for  years. 
The  work  of  felling  the  trees  and  clearing  the  land,  to  one  un- 
used to  wielding  the  axe,  was  laborious  and  slow.  And  where  a 
man  of  some  other  name  would  have  been  discouraged,  as  many 
were,  the  gi'it  of  an  Eddy  said :  '  Live  or  die,  I  have  come  to 
stay.'  And  I  have  succeeded  be3'ond  my  fondest  dreams.  Our 
little  openings  have  broadened  into  well-tilled  fields.  Sleek 
herds  of  cattle  graze  upon  our  hillsides.  Comfortable  farm 
buildings  have  been  erected,  and  the  conveniences  of  life  siu- 
round  us. 

' '  And  to-day  the  little  river-steamer  lies  at  her  wharf  in 
Caribou.  The  thundering  train  comes  whistling  across  the 
plains  and  meadows  of  the  Aroostook  valley ;  and  the  puffing 
engine,  with  its  sinews  of  iron  and  nerves  of  steel,  driven  by  the 
hissing  steam,  is  grinding  our  home-raised  wheat  into  flour  for 
an  industrious  and  happy  people.  I  am  so  glad  that  I  am  able 
to  be  with  3^ou  to-day.  And  the  extreme  East  would  here  extend 
hearty  congratulations  to  the  extreme  West,  and  all  between,  for 
the  felicitous  ch'cumstances  of  this  occasion.  God  bless  the 
Eddy  family.  May  we  be  honest  and  time.  Ever  cherish  an 
earnest  devotion  to  the  best  interests  of  our  country  and  a  com- 
mon humanity." 
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Morton  Eddy,  Esq.,  of  Fall  River,  Mass.,  being  called 
upon  by  the  President,  responded  as  follows :  — 

' '  Mr.  President  : 

"  This  first  gathering  of  the  different  branches  of  the  Eddy 
family  is  an  occasion  of  peculiar  interest  to  us,  who  are  the 
descendants  of  those  renowned  men  who  laid  the  foundation  of 
this  great  nation  upon  religion,  education,  and  republican  prin- 
ciples. Surely  we  have  a  right  to  rejoice  in  our  ancestry  and  to 
express  our  gratitude  for  our  bnthright. 

"  With  great  satisfaction  I  see  this  large  gathering  of  the  Eddy 
relatives,  coming  from  all  parts  of  New  England  and  the  Middle 
and  Western  States,  presenting  cheerful  and  intelligent  counte- 
nances, bright  with  Eddy  blood,  —  a  happ3^  compan}",  glad  to 
congratulate  their  cousins  with  affectionate  grasp. 

"  I  feel  higlily  favored  that  at  my  advanced  age,  eighty-fourth 
year,  I  am  able  to  be  present.  I  am  the  son  of  Captain  Joshua 
Eddy  of  Middleboro',  and  am  the  last  living  of  ten  children. 
Nine  of  them  had  famiUes  and  numerous  descendants,  many  of 
whom  to  the  fourth  generation  I  see  before  me.  My  father  was 
born  in  Middleboro',  May  4,  1748.  He  was  the  son  of  Zechariah, 
who  was  the  son  of  Samuel,  who  was  the  son  of  Obadiah,  who 
was  the  son  of  Samuel  the  Pilgrim. 

"On  the  side  of  his  mother,  Mary  Morton,  his  genealog}^  is 
traced  to  George  Morton,  one  of  the  most  distinguished  of  the 
Pilgrims.  So  my  father  had  a  double  line  in  the  Pilgrim  blood. 
His  wife,  Lydia,  daughter  of  Zechariah  Paddock,  born  in  1756, 
was  a  descendant  of  John  Faunce,  one  of  the  Pilgrims.  His  son, 
Thomas,  an  Elder  much  beloved  and  respected,  died  Feb.  27, 
1745,  aged  ninet^'-nine  years.  He  had  four  children.  His  two 
daughters  lived  to  be  about  ninety-nine.  The  last  of  the  famil}' 
died  about  the  year  1804.  My  brother  Zechariah,  then  residing  in 
Pl3'mouth,  purchased  the  Elder's  great  chair,  and  sent  it  to  my 
mother.  At  my  mother's  death,  on  Feb.  13,  1838,  this  famous 
chair  fell  to  my  lot,  and  I  have  kept  it  as  a  precious  relic.     It 
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has  the  original  cane-wrought  back,  and  is  still  sound  and  good, 
although  more  than  two  hundred  j^ears  old,  as  believed. 

"  M}'  father  was  a  Captain  in  the  Revolutionary  war,  and  was 
engaged  in  the  battle  of  Saratoga,  and  witnessed  the  surrender  of 
Burgoyne.  He  gave  me  a  thrilling  account  of  the  battle.  He 
was  in  several  other  battles.  At  the  close  of  the  battle  of  Mon- 
mouth he  was  present  at  the  meeting  of  Washington  and  Lee, 
and  heard  General  Washington  profanely  accuse  Lee  of  disobe- 
dience of  orders.  He  said  to  General  Lee,  in  much  excitement, 
'  had  3'ou  taken  the  position  with  your  command,  as  I  directed, 
we  should  have  captured  the  whole  British  army.'  He  was  sur- 
prised at  Washington's  use  of  such  language,  as  it  was  so  unlike 
his  weU-known  habits  and  chaste  conversation. 

"At  the  close  of  the  war  my  father  engaged  in  mercantile 
business,  and  largely  in  the  manufacture  of  kon  wares.  Few 
men  in  Plymouth  County  were  more  enterprising  or  more 
largely  engaged  in  like  operations, — none  of  better  reputation 
for  fair  and  honorable  dealing.  He  was  greatly  respected  as  a 
gentleman,  and  honored  the  religion  of  the  Pilgrim  Fathers. 

' '  In  my  childhood  I  remember  he  ranked  among  the  most 
honorable  men  of  his  time.  He  had  a  span  of  horses  and  car- 
riage for  his  famih',  unusual  in  the  country  in  those  da3'S.  On 
public  occasions  of  the  last  century  he  dressed  in  the  style  of  a 
gentleman,  with  cocked  hat,  short  breeches,  silver  knee-buckles, 
and  large  silver  buckles  on  his  shoes,  and  his  hair  clubbed  and 
powdered.  I  am  happ}'  to  say  that  his  descendants,  more  of 
whom  are  here  present  than  of  any  other  branch  of  the  Eddy 
familj',  are  loj'al  to  the  traditions  of  the  Pilgrim  Fathers." 

Lewis  Eddy,  Esq.,  of  Plymoutli,  Mass.,  responded  as 
follows :  — 

"Mr.  Presidext: 

"  I  am  the  only  Eddy  here  present  representing  Plymouth. 
There  are  now  living  in  the  place  where  John  and  Samuel  landed, 
two  hundred  and  fifty  years  ago  to-day,  but  tw^o  other  Eddy's 
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beside  myself;  and  my  brother,  John  Eddy,  resides  on  the  spot 
where  our  great  ancestor  Samuel  had  his  dwelling-place  in  the 
new  world.  The  old  house  has  gone  to  decay,  but  it  has  been 
replaced  by  another  on  the  same  site. 

"  We  are  descended  from  Samuel.  My  grandfather  was  Seth, 
a  brother  of  Captain  Joshua,  of  the  Revolution.  They  were 
companions  in  arms  during  that  war,  and  mj^  grandfather  heard 
the  conversation  between  Generals  "Washington  and  Lee,  at  the 
battle  of  Monmouth,  which  has  been  spoken  of.  On  our 
maternal  side  we  trace  our  descent  from  Dr.  Samuel  Fuller  of 
the  '  Mayflower ' ;  so  that  we  can  boast  of  pure  Pilgrim  blood  in 
more  than  one  direction.  What  is  far  better,  I  am  able  to  say 
that  the  famUy  have  honored  the  faith  of  their  fathers,  and  have 
that  strong  attachment  for  their  kith  and  kin  which  has  been 
referred  to  b}"  the  orator  of  the  day. 

' '  The  striking  peculiarity''  which  I  have  observed  in  all  Eddys 
is  their  great  dread  of  being  in  debt ;  and  I  have  never  known  a 
race  that  has  more  rigidly  adhered  to  the  maxim :  '  Owe  no  man 
anything,  but  to  love  one  another.' 

"We,  as  well  as  the  good  people  of  Pljnnouth,  were  greatly 
disappointed  that  this  festival  was  not  holden  there  ;  and  I  would 
express  the  hope  that  when  another  occasion  like  the  present 
shall  arise,  the  way  may  be  opened  for  us  to  show  you  how 
hospitable  are  the  citizens  of  that  famous  old  town." 

The  president  said  that  among  the  lawyers  and  legisla- 
tors of  the  State  of  Vermont  none  liad  acquired  a  more 
honorable  position,  or  a  better  fame,  than  some  of  our 
namesakes;  and  called  upon  Charles  B.  Eddy,  Esq.,  of 
Bellows  Falls,  who  spoke  as  follows :  — 

"Mr.  President: 

"  Ladies  and  gentlemen, — I  anticipated  much  pleasure  in  this 
gathering  of  the  descendants  of  John  and  Samuel  Eddy,  but 
have  had  mj^  anticipations  more  than  realized.  All  that  I  have 
seen  and  heard  has  transcended  even  the  bright  and  happy  fore- 
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cast  I  had  made.  I  had  underestimated  the  number  of  people 
belonging  to  the  Eddy  tribe,  and  therefore  did  not  expect  to 
meet  so  many.  Before  entering  this  audience-room  I  thought 
of  the  great  pleasure  I  should  have  in  taking  all  the  Eddys  at 
this  festival  by  the  hand,  and  exchanging  greetings  with  them. 
I  supposed  I  should  become  intimatel}'  acquainted  with  each  and 
every  Edd^'  present.  But  as  I  entered  this  Chapel,  and  looked 
at  this  large  assembly,  the  shadow  of  a  disappointment  for  a 
moment  rested  upon  me,  as  I  saw  I  should  be  compelled  to 
abandon  my  plan  for  a  general  hand-shaking  and  word-greeting. 
But  onlj'  for  a  moment,  for  this  shadow  was  quickly  dispelled  by 
the  multitude  of  happy -looking  Eddys  I  saw  before  me.  I  was 
made  content  to  look  at  this  multitude  of  faces  and  to  exchange 
cordial  heart-greetings.  I  read  them  in  your  countenances  and 
knew  3^ou  saw  them  in  mine.  We  all  knew  that  these  gi'eetings 
and  recognitions  were  none  the  less  cordial  and  fraternal  because 
of  the  necessity  that  they  should  be  given  and  returned  in  the 
silent  language  of  the  heart.  May  the  Eddj's  who  suggested 
and  aiTanged  for  the  celebration  of  this  anniversar}',  and  whose 
labors  have  brought  together  so  man}-,  and  given  us  such  a 
splendid  service  and  entertainment,  be  most  richly  blessed  and 
prospered.  For  this  they  shall  have  our  lasting  gratitude.  Every 
passing  moment  of  this  festival-gathering  has  yielded  to  me  the 
richest  enjoyment ;  and  as  long  as  my  reason  shall  remain,  and 
memory  shall  wait  upon  me,  I  shall  often  in  imagination  revisit 
this  city,  this  chapel,  and  recall  these  faces  now  before  me.  I 
shall  often  recall  the  exercises  of  this  anniversaiy ;  the  cordial 
words  of  welcome  from  3-ou,  Mr.  President,  in  behalf  of  the 
Eddys  resident  in  this  cit}' ;  the  words  of  prayer  and  thanlisgiv- 
ing  to  the  God  of  our  fathers  ;  the  songs  that  have  been  sung  ; 
and  the  address  of  the  orator  of  this  occasion.  The  day  is  spent, 
and  the  hour  of  separation  is  at  hand.  I  must  not  occupy  more 
of  your  time. 

"  As  I  could  not  do  what  I  had  planned,  — take  each  of  3'ou  by 
the  hand  and  converse  with  you, — I  am  gi-ateful  for  this  oppor- 
tunity afforded  me  by  the  President  to  thus  briefly  address  you, 
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and  for  the  few  moments  of  your  time  and  the  attention  whi(.'h 
3^ou  have  given  me." 

Mr.  A.  B.  Eddy  sang  a  fine  tenor  solo,  '•'•  Behold  the  Lilies 
of  the  Valley^^^  winch  was  admirably  rendered,  and  loudly 
applauded. 

The  president  stated  that  he  had  received  by  the  same 
mail  two  letters,  one  from  Samuel  Eddy  of  Auburn,  N.Y., 
and  another  from  Samuel  Eddy  of  Auburn,  Mass.  The 
last-named  was  aged  eighty-four,  and  he  hoped  to  be  able 
to  be  present  to-day.  Not  finding  this  patriarch  among  the 
audience,  I  will  request  the  secretary  to  read  a  few  verses 
forwarded  to  us  by  his  daughter,  Mrs.  Ellen  A.  Eddy  Pond 
of  New  York  City :  — 

"•  To  my  good  Ii-ish  girl  I  said. 
Of  those  old  Pilgrims  who  are  dead, 
'  Just  five  times  fifty  years  ago 
The}''  landed  here  'mid  ice  and  snow.' 
She  looked  at  me  with  quizzical  air — 
'An'  sure,'  said  she,  '  Will  they  be  there?' 

And  then  I  fell  to  wondering  too 
If  they  would  here  appear  to  view. 
And  felt  assured  that  we  should  see 
Them,  reproduced,  in  you  and  me. 
Their  virtues  here  you'll  surely  find. 
Their  strength  of  body  and  of  mind  ; 
And  if  their  vices  too  have  come. 
On  that  grave  subject  we  are  dumb. 
Their  eyes  and  noses,  lips  and  chins. 
Their  stature  tall,  their  rudd}'  skins, 
They  all  are  here  without  a  doubt,  — 
You  oul}^  have  to  find  them  out. 
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Theu  rightly  join  them  all  in  one, 

^\nd  3'ou  shall  see  the  pilgi'ini  John ; 

Or  else  —  I'm  sure  I  cannot  tell  — 

Perhaps  it  may  be  Samuel, 

Or  Benjamin,  we  greet  them  all, 

And  every  Eddy,  great  and  small. 

Dangerorcs  Eddys  too  they  are, 

The  men  so  brave,  the  maids  so  fair, 

To  those  who  hate,  and  those  who  love, 

And  those  who  would  their  valor  prove. 

The  time  is  short,  we  must  away, 

But  hope  to  meet  another  daj^, 

"With  Samuel,  and  Ben,  and  John, 

In  that  '  sweet  home,'  where  they  have  gone. 

Then  for  a  blest  reunion  there, 

Let  every  Eddy's  son  prepare." 

The  Connecticut  Eddys,  wlio  had  been  delayed  by  an 
accident  on  the  railroad,  entered  the  hall,  and  were  re- 
ceived with  a  round  of  applause. 

Subsequently  James  H.  Eddy,  Esq.,  of  New  Britain, 
made  a  brief  reference  to  the  genealogy  of  liis  branch  of 
the  family  which  he  had  never  been  able  to  trace  back  to 
either  John  or  Samuel,  and  hoped  to  obtain  the  information. 

Semun  Eddy  of  Lenox,  N.Y.,  said :  — 

"  My  interest  in  this  festival  ma}'  be  infeiTed  from  the  fact  that 
when  I  heard  incidentall}',  for  the  first  time,  that  a  meeting  of 
the  Eddys  was  this  day  to  be  holden  in  this  city,  I  immediately 
dropped  all  engagements,  and  without  any  delay  have  travelled 
night  and  day  ever  since,  and  did  not  arrive  tiU  a  considerable 
portion  of  the  exercises  were  over. 

' '  I  cannot  trace  m}'  ancestry  bej'ond  m}''  grandfather,  and  I 
shall  be  verj'  grateful  for  further  information.  My  grandfather, 
Reuben  Eddy,  came  from  the  west  side  of  the  Green  Mountains 
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in  Vermont.  By  occupation  he  was  a  farmer.  He  married  the 
widow  Aelsworth,  and  had  thi-ee  children,  "William,  Lydia,  and 
Rhoda.  While  my  grandfather  was  living  in  Vermont  he  had 
his  only  cow  driven  off  to  pay  the  Priest  Tax.  In  1795  he 
moved  to  Whitestown,  near  Utica,  N.Y.,  and  from  thence  to 
Casenovia,  where  he  died.  My  family  are  now  living  in  Lenox, 
Madison  County,  N.Y.,  in  the  village  of  Wanesville.  If  any 
one  here  present  can  trace  my  genealogy  further  back,  I  shall  be 
glad  of  the  information." 

This  armouncement  created  a  general  interest,  as  this 
seemed  to  be  a  lost  tribe,  while  nearly  all  others  could 
trace  their  genealogy  accurately. 

Isaac  S.  Battey  of  Providence  announced  himself  as  the 
descendant  of  William  Eddy  of  tins  city,  who  was  of  the 
fifth  generation  from  William  Eddye,  Vicar  of  St.  Dun- 
stan's  in  England.     He  said:  — 

"  By  the  record  which  I  have  made,  I  find  that  my  grandfather, 
who  was  born  July  26, 1751,  had  eleven  childi'en,  sixt^'-one  grand- 
chikh'en,  one  hundi*ed  and  thh*ty-two  great-grandchildi-en,  one 
hundred  and  twenty  of  the  fourth  generation,  and  two  of  the 
fifth,  making  three  hundred  and  twenty-six. 

"  It  is  a  fact  worth  recording  on  this  occasion,  that  Margaret 
S.  Eddy,  the  j'oungest  daughter  of  "WiUiam,  in  the  year  1817, 
at  their  homestead  still  standing  on  Eddy  Street,  gathered  the 
fii'st  Sunday-school  in  this  ^^culit3",  and  perhaps  in  the  United 
States.  It  was  subsequently  transferred  to  the  Beneficent  Con- 
gregational Church." 

Dr.  William  Pratt  of  Eddyville,  the  Secretary,  read  a 
poem  descriptive  of  an  imaginary  conversation  supposed 
to  have  occurred  between  Jolui  and  Samuel  Eddy  and 
other  members  of  the  famil}^  concerning  their  proposed 
emigration,  which  was  well  received  and  applauded.     The

doctor,  however,  for  some  reasons  best  known  to  himself, 
declines  to  furnish  a  copy. 

On  motion  it  was  voted.  That  the  thanks  of  this  assem- 
blage be  presented  to  the  Rev.  Dr.  Zachary  Eddy  for  his 
mstructive  and  entertaining  address,  and  to  Miss  Alice 
Maud  Eddy  for  her  graceful  poem,  and  that  they  be  re- 
quested to  furnish  copies  for  publication. 

On  motion  it  was  further  voted.  That  the  thanks  of 
this  assemblage  be  tendered  to  the  committee  who  made 
the  necessary  arrangements  for  this  festival,  and  that  they 
continue  in  charge  of  the  publication  of  the  record  of  the 
proceedings  of  this  meeting. 

On  motion  it  was  voted.  That  the  Rev.  Edwin  B.  Eddy 
of  Providence  be  requested  to  put  into  words  the  thanks 
of  the  family  to  James  Eddy,  Esq.,  for  his  hospitality; 
and  that  gentleman  responded  felicitously,  but  declines 
to  furnish  to  this  committee  the  remarks  which  he 
made. 

Loud  calls  for  Mr.  James  Eddy  elicited  the  following 
response :  — 

"The  last  speaker  has  kindly  alluded  to  this  as  being  an 
appropriate  locality  for  this  gathering  of  the  Edd}-  descendants 
of  our  Pilgrim  fathers,  as  also  to  the  simple  coUation  which  it 
has  been  my  privilege  to  furnish  on  this  pleasant  "occasion,  and 
I  feel  honored  and  gratified  for  the  unanimous  vote  of  thanks 
which  you  have  just  kindly  paid  me. 

' '  Allow  me  to  make  a  few  remarks  personal  to  myself  and 
m}'  immediate  family.  My  father,  Benjamin,  singularly  enough 
descended  directly  through  four  Zachariahs  of  four  families, 
beginning  with  Zachariah  the  son  of  Samuel  the  Pilgrim  ;  there 
was  also  a  child  named  Zachariah  among  my  father's  brothers, 
through  whom  no  doubt  I  ought  to  have  descended,  but  unfor- 
tunately he  died  young,  so  the  Zachariah  in  my  own  immediate 
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line  was  wanting,  but  to  compensate  I  had  two  brothers  named 
Zachariah,  both  dj-ing  3'oung. 

"Being  the  eleventh  child  out  of  twelve  children,  a  natural 
modesty  with  which  I  have  always  been  afflicted  would  prevent 
my  taking  precedence  of  them  in  spealiing  on  this  occasion.  But 
my  parents  have  both  passed  away,  and  I  am  now  the  only 
remaining  child  left  out  of  the  twelve  children  my  mother  bore. 

"There  is  one  trait  of  character  in  the  Eddy  family  which 
seems  to  have  been  ingrained  in  their  mental  constitutions,  and 
that  is  a  profound  devotional  feeling.  Through  all  the  descend- 
ants from  our  venerated  ancestor  William  Edd^'e  down  to  the 
present  assemblage,  this  religious  trait  of  character  has  been 
conspicuous,  and  I  believe  it  has  always  been  united  with  a 
kindly  charitable  feeling  towards  those  who  honestly  differed  from 
them  in  religious  views  and  creeds.  Who  ever  heard  of  a  mem- 
ber of  the  Eddy  family  assisting  in  the  hanging  of  the  so-called 
witches,  or  proving  the  truth  of  any  special  creed  hy  cutting  off 
the  ears  of  the  poor  Quakers  ?  We  should  all  feel  proud  that 
whilst  our  family-  have  dignified  themselves  by  the  exercise  of  a 
sincere  religious  sentiment,  our  ancestors,  no  matter  to  what  re- 
ligious sect  they  may  have  joined  themselves,  have  never  been 
debased  and  disgraced  by  a  superstition  and  bigotry  leadjng  to 
cruelty  towards  those  honestly  differing  from  themselves. 

' '  May  all  bearing  the  name  of  Eddy  in  the  future  preserve  the 
high  moral  and  religious  standing  of  our  family." 

On  motion  it  was  voted.  That  R.  H.  Eddy,  Esq.,  of  Bos- 
ton, Mass.,  be  elected  permanent  secretary  and  genealogist 
of  the  family ;  and  that  all  additional  information  that  may 
be  hereafter  acquired  be  communicated  to  him  for  preserva- 
tion. 

On  account  of  the  approach  of  evenmg  some  communi- 
cations intended  to  have  been  read  were  necessarily  omitted. 

The  exercises  were  therefore  brought  to  a  close  by  the 
company  uniting  in  singing  '■'-Auld  Lang  Si/ne."

[According  to  Ferguson's  work  on  English  Surnames,  that  of  Eddy 
is  derived  fi'om  the  Anglo-Saxon,  Edda  and  Eadig,  or  Eddi,  formed 
from  ead — prosperity. '\ 

In  the  preparation  of  this  work  the  author  deems  it  necessary 
to  state  that  it  has  been  compiled  principal!}-  from  a  manuscript 
volume  wi'itten  by  his  late  father,  Caleb  Eddj-,  Esq.,  who  for 
the  most  of  his  life  was  a  resident  of  the  City  of  Boston  ;  and 
for  several  j-ears  prior  to  his  death  devoted  much  time  in  ob- 
taining data  relating  to  the  genealogy  of  the  Eddj'S  of  this 
country. 

Soon  after  the  decease  of  Mr.  Eddy,  his  son  visited  Cran- 
brook,  England,  and  made  efforts  to  obtain  information  as  to  the 
ancestry  of  the  Vicar,  "William  Edd^^e.  He  has  since  pursued 
his  inquiries,  but  thus  far  has  been  unsuccessful  in  discovering 
even  the  names  of  the  parents  of  the  Vicar.  He  hopes  yet  to 
get  some  trace  of  them,  and,  at  a  future  period,  to  present  such, 
with  other  matters  of  interest,  in  a  supplement  hereto.  It  is 
believed  that  this  genealogy,  so  far  as  it  goes,  is  generall}^  cor- 
rect ;  although  owing  to  the  great  difficult}^  of  obtaining  gene- 
alogical information,  and  the  occasional  inaccuracy  of  public 
and  private  records,  there  will,  undoubtedly,  be  errors  discovered 
in  it,  as  in  most  works  of  the  kind.  Though  incomplete  in  ac- 
counts of  some  of  the  recent  generations,  it  will  serve  as  a  key 
to  enable  almost  any  person  bearing  the  name  of  Eddy  to  ascer- 
tain his  ancestry.     A  late  writer  states  :  — 

"A  desire  to  trace  a  lineage,  and  to  perpetuate  its  remem- 
brance, seems  to  have  been  so  prevalent  among  enlightened  and 
civilized  people  and  even  among  barbarians,  of  all  ages,  that  it 
may  be  regarded  as  an  instinct  of  human  nature.  When  per- 
sons affect  an  utter  indifference  to  their  lineage,  or  a  histor}^  of 
the  past  generations  of  their  families,  and  deride  any  attention 
to  them  as  a  foolish  weakness  and  vanity,  they  are  contravening 
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an  innate  principle ;  and  it  ma}'  be  generally  snspected  that 
they  have  some  knowledge  of  a  lineage  which  they  would  con- 
sign to  oblivion  because  it  is  untitled  and  without  a  good 
renown." 

The  Edd3^s  of  this  country,  descendants  of  the  Eev.  William 
Eddye  of  Cranbrook,  England,  may  justly  feel  proud  of  their 
"  Genealogical  Tree,"  whose  trunk  had  piety,  virtue,  and  intel- 
hgence  for  its  roots,  and  whose  branches  have  generally  been 
fruitful  in  all  that  leads  to  worth  and  respectability,  if  not  to 
great  wealth  and  very  exalted  station. 

The  author  has  made  considerable  effort  to  obtain  the  "Ar- 
morial Bearings  "  of  Eddy  ;  having  sent  therefor  to  the  Herald's 
College  of  London.  He  has  been  informed  that  the  arms  are 
not  to  be  found  therein  ;  but,  from  the  best  authorities,  the  shield 
had  upon  it  three  old  men's  heads  couped  at  the  shoulders.  One 
branch  had  three  cross- croslets  in  the  shield,  with  a  cross-croslet 
and  dagger  saltierwise  for  the  crest;  the  motto  being  ^^  Crux 
milii  grata  quies." 

As  those  only  who  were  in  the  holy  wars  were  entitled  to  have 

the  cross  in  their  armorial  bearings,  it  is  fair  to  presume  that, 

as  the  Eddy  family  is  a  very  ancient  one  {Eady  being  a  surname 

found  in  "Domesday  Book"),  some,  if  not  many  of  the  race, 

like  then'  descendants,  manfully  combatted  against  irreligion  and 

infidelity ;  and,  having  devoted  the  sword  to  the  cross,  found  in 

the  latter  the  grateful  rest,  as  indicated  by  the  above  admirable 

motto.

In  the  accompanying  Genealogy  paternal  names  are  printed  in 
ROMAN  CAPITALS;  the  prefix  to  each,  in  parenthesis,  denoting  the 
number  of  the  generation  of  the  party.  Two  columns  of  numbers  are 
placed  in  the  left  margin  of  each  page,  the  right-hand  column  com- 
mencing with  1,  opposite  the  first  name  of  the  genealogy.  A  number 
of  the  left  column,  opposite  any  number  of  the  right  column,  refers 
the  reader  to  that  number,  where  other  information  may  be  found. 
If  it  be  less  than  the  number  in  the  right  column  against  which  it 
stands,  it  will  refer  back  to  the  parentage  of  the  individual ;  if  it  be 
greater,  it  will  refer  forward  to  his  marriage  and  distinct  family. 

In  England  and  the  Colonies  the  Julian  Calendar  was  retained 
until  1752,  when  the  Gregorian  Calendar^  or  New  Style,  was  adopted. 
In  order  therefore  to  make  the  dates  previous  to  1752  correspond  in 
the  solar  year  to  the  Neio  Style,  it  is  necessary  to  add  11  to  dates 
of  days  between  1600  and  1700,  and  12  to  dates  between  1700  and  1752. 
Thus  the  ship  Handmaid  arrived  at  Plymouth,  Mass.,  on  Oct.  29,  1G30 
(O.  S.),  to  which,  adding  11,  would  be  Nov.  9,  1630  (N.  S.)

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WILLIAM  EDDYE,  A.M.,  Vicar  of  the  Churcli  of  St.  Dunstan,  of 
the  town  of  Cranbrook,  of  the  County  of  Kent,  England.  A  native 
of  Bristol,  educated  at  Trinity  College,  Cambridge,  England,  and 
Vicar  of  Cranbrook  from  1589  to  1G16;  m.  Nov.  20,  1587,  Mary 
Fosten  (daughter  of  John  Fosten,  d'.  Sept.,  1573),  who  d.  July,  1611, 
leaving  an  infant,  Nathaniel,  who  survived  his  mother  9  days.  In 
1G14,  Mr.  Eddye  m.  Elizabeth  Taylor  (widow),  and  in  the  same 
year  she  had  a  daughter,  Priscilla.  On  Nov.  23,  IGIC,  he  died,  and 
was  buried  in  Cranbrook  Churchyard,  but  where  therein  is  not 
known.  He  was  a  gentleman  of  much  mei'it  and  order;  a  faithful 
clergyman  to  his  parishioners. 

Like  Goldsjuth's  "  Village  Preacher." 

"  Unskilful  he  to  fawn,  or  seek  for  power, 
By  doctrines  fashioned  to  the  varying  hour ; 
Far  other  aims  his  heart  had  learn'd  to  prize, 
More  bent  to  raise  the  wretched,  than  to  rise. 
Thus  to  relieve  the  suffering  was  his  pride, 
And  ev'n  his  failings  lean'd  to  virtue's  side; 
But,  in  his  duty,  prompt  at  every  call, 
ne  watch'd  and  wept,  he  prayed,  and  felt  for  all; 
And,  as  a  bird,  each  fond  endearment  tries 
To  tempt  its  new-fledg'd  offspring  to  the  skies; 
Ho  try'd  each  art,  reproved  each  dull  delay, 
Allured  to  brighter  worlds,  and  led  the  way." 

The  financial  afi'airs  of  the  parish  were,  through  his  instrumen- 
tality, placed  on  a  better  footing  than  before,  and  all  its  loose 
Eegisters,  dating  back  from  1588,  were  collected,  arranged,  and  by 
him  properly  entered  in  a  new  parchment  book.  He  beautifully 
engrossed  about  eighty  of  its  pages,  and  illuminated  three  title- 
pages, —  one  for  the  Births,  another  for  the  Marriages,  and  a  third 
for  the  Deaths.  This  book  is  now  (1881)  to  be  seen  at  the 
Vicarage. 

The  following  is  a  fac-simile  of  his  signature : 
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The  church  (dedicated  to  St.  Duustaii)  is  a  substantial,  uniform 
building,  and  the  most  spacious  ■within  the  Weald  of  Kent.  It 
comprises  a  nave,  side  aisles,  and  chancel,  with  a  square  embattled 
tower  at  the  west  end  containing  a  ring  of  eight  bells  and  a  set 
of  musical  chimes  which  play  every  third  hour.  The  range  of 
slender  piers  between  the  nave  and  the  side  aisles,  and  the  width 
of  the  arches,  give  to  the  interior  of  the  building  a  light  and  airy 
appearance,  which  is  much  improved  by  the  windows  in  the  louvre 
above  the  nave  amounting  to  six  on  either  side.  From  the  corbel 
heads,  immediately  above  the  impost  of  the  piers,  rise  small  cluster 
shafts,  finishing  with  other  corbels ;  no  doubt  intended  originally 
to  carry  the  main  ribs  of  the  roof.  In  the  churcli  is  a  large  bap- 
tismal font. 

The  town  of  Cranbrook  was  once  the  centre  of  the  clothing 
trade  which  existed  there  for  several  centuries  prior  to  1774.  The 
town  was  famous  for  its  "strong,  durable  broad-cloths,  of  very 
good  mixtui'es  and  colors."  The  trade  was  originally  introduced 
through  the  policy  of  King  Edward  III.,  who,  having  witnessed 
while  in  Flanders  the  advantages  of  the  manufacture,  engaged  a 
body  of  Flemings,  by  promises  of  great  rewards  and  immunities, 
to  teach  the  English  the  art  of  making  "  broad-cloths."  So  exten- 
sive did  the  business  become  that  many  persons  or  families 
acquired  great  riches  by  it,  and  several  were  ennobled.  This  trade 
has  long  since  disappeared,  and  traffic  in  hops  has  become  the 
chief  business.  The  town  (originally  termed  Cranehrook)  probably 
derived  its  name  from  a  small  rivulet,  called  the  '■'■Crane,"  which 
flowed  through  the  lower  part  of  it.

As  tlie  Indian  on  whom  the  choice  fell 
was  ci'eeping  under  the  bank  of  the  river  near  by  to 
get  within  proper  distance,  John,  who  was  on  the 
watcli,  discovered  the  savage's  rump  above  the  bank, 
and  conjecturing  where  he  would  rise,  fired  at  him  as 
he  rose  and  the  Indian  fell.  On  attempting  to  reload 
his  gun,  John  to  his  surprise  found  the  hammer  of  the 
lock  gone,  carried  away  by  the  ball  from  the  gun  of 
the  Indian,  discharged  at  the  same  time  John  fired  his. 
John  at  once  made  his  escape  to  his  home.

He  was 
Clerk  of  the  Superior  Coin-t  in  1790-3  ;  was  Secretary  of  State  in 
1798-1819;  was  Member  of  Congress,  1819-25,  and  in  1827-35  Chief 
Justice  of  the  Superior  Court  of  Rhode  Island.  He  received  the 
degree  of  LL.D.,  made  valuable  contributions  to  the  collections 
of  the  Massachusetts  Historical  Society,  and  publislied  a  woi-k  on 
Antiquities. 

The  various  public  oflices  to  which  he  was  elected  or  appointed 
he  filled  with  great  credit  to  himself  and  satisfaction  to  the  people 
of  his  native  State. 

His  first  wife  was  the  daughter  of  Samuel  Bucklin  and  Eliza 
Carpenter.  His  second  wife  was  daughter  of  James  Wheaton 
and  Hannah  Angel.  His  third  Avife  was  daughter  of  Elisha 
Angel  and  Annie  Feuucr.

and  to  the  astonishment  of  all  prtsent,  a  full-grown  foetus  was 
found,  which  she  carried  for  the  term  of  fort5'-six  j^ears.  It  was 
encased  in  a  sort  of  bony  or  cartilaginous  structure,  except  one 
leg  and  foot,  and  one  elbow,  which  were  almost  entirely  ossified.

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The  facts  aucl  circumstances  of  the  case  will  be  published  at  full 
length  as  soon  as  Dr.  Parkhurst  finds  leisure  to  put  together  the 
history  that  he  kept  for  the  last  twelve  years,  as  well  as  of  her 
life  before  and  alter  marriage,  which  took  place  fifty-two  years 
ago." 

The  above  statement  was  confirmed  by  a  letter  of  Dr.  Park- 
hurst's,  dated  May  24, 1S5-2,  to  Caleb  Eddy,  Esq.,  4  Exeter  Place, 
Boston.

23,  1713.  His  wife's  name  was  Elizabeth.  He  lived  in 
Somei'set  and  Swansea;  was  buried  on  laud  belongiug, 
in  1840,  to  the  family  of  Elder  Michael  Eddy  of  New- 
port, R.I.  In  1661  Caleb  Eddy  was  a  resident  in  John 
Brown's  family  of  Rehoboth,  and  he  and  his  brother 
Zachariah  i-eceived  from  Brown  a  deed  of  100  acres 
of  land  in  Narragansett.  He  was  a  deacon  of  the 
church  in  Swansea,  and  was  one  of  the  persons  named 
in  the  coufirmatiug  grant  of  Governor  Bradford,  and 
associate  in  1689,  having  been  a  freeman  in  1681.  At 
the  death  of  his  father  certain  lauds  in  IMiddleboro' 
were  deeded  to  him,  Juue  7,  1659.  He  applied  for 
lands  which  the  Court  gave  him  leave  to  look  out. 

AVas  there 
in  1667,  and  signed  the  articles  of  agreement  between 
Willet  and  the  church  in  1669.

Note. —  Caleb  Eddy  resided  iu  Boston  from  the  time  he  was 
fourteen  years  of  age  until  he  removed  to  Chicopee,  about  1856. 
He  was  a  merchant  for  seventeen  years,  of  the  firm  of  Bemis  & 
Eddy.  Was  Alderman  of  the  City  for  two  years.  In  1825  lie  was 
appointed  agent  of  the  Middlesex  and  Merrimac  River  Canals, 
and  continued  in  that  capacity  until  Jan.  15, 1S4C.  lie  conducted 
the  affairs  of  the  corporation  with  eminent  success,  having  built 
nearly  all  the  works  anew,  and  converted  a  non-paying  into  a 
highly  profitable  concern.  He  was  a  gentleman  of  sound  judg- 
ment, and  enjoyed  the  confidence  and  esteem  of  the  community. 
He  gave  great  attention  to  the  genealogy  of  the  Eddys,  and 
wrote  a  large  folio  volume  on  the  subject,  after  an  extensive  cor- 
respondence with  persons  of  the  name.  His  son,  the  ■winter  of 
this  work,  is  greatly  indebted  to  his  father  for  what  he  has  herein 
produced.  While  living,  Mr.  Caleb  Eddy  stated  to  the  writer 
that  for  his  genealogical  researches  he  was  amply  repaid  by 
having  through  such  been  able  to  return  to  his  relations  a  person 
lost  in  childhood.  Mr.  Eddy  one  aftei'uoon,  while  ti-avelling  in 
the  State  of  New  York,  took  a  walk,  and  being  somewhat  fatigued, 
and  meeting  a  man  who  was  hewing  a  stick  of  timber,  sat  down 
on  it,  and  entered  into  conversation  with  the  person.  After  a 
■while  the  man  asked  Mr.  Eddy  his  name,  and  on  Mr.  Eddy  reply- 
ing, s!ud,  "  Why,  my  name  is  Eddy !  "  Blr.  Caleb  Eilily  on  inquir- 
ing as  to  the  origin  of  the  man,  was  infomied  that  he  had  reason 
to  believe  that  he  came  from  Canada  in  his  childhood,  but  who 
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his  parents  were  he  did  not  know,  or  whether  he  had  any  rela- 
tions living.  After  furtlier  questioning  the  individual,  Mr.  Eddy 
obtained  a  clue  to  tlic  mystery,  and  subsequently  wrote  to  tlic 
man  informing  him  from  whence  he  sprung,  and  that  he  then  had 
brothers  and  sisters  liviug,  and  where  they  were,  —  thus  restoring 
him  to  them.  — R.  H.  E.

— The  compiler  of  this  "Genealogy"  was  educated  in 
Boston.  At  an  early  age  studied  architecture  with  the  late  Ashcr 
Benjamin,  Architect.  Afterwards  studied  civil  and  military  engi- 
neering with  the  late  Col.  Loammi  Baldwin  of  Charlestown,  Mass. 
Was  engaged  at  the  building  of  the  dry  dock,  Charlestown  Xavy 
Yard;  also  on  the  Middlesex  and  Merrimack  Eivcr  Canals.  At  the 
age  of  twenty-one,  was  chosen  Civil  Engineer  to  the  East  Boston 
Company,  and  surveyed  and  laid  out  East  Boston ;  built  wharves, 
bridges,  roads,  and  various  other  improvements  there.  Was  af- 
terwards appointed  Engineer  of  the  Concord  Railroad,  though 
owing  to  absence  did  not  conduct  that  work.  For  several  sub- 
sequent years  he  was  extensively  professionally  engaged  in  mak- 
ing surveys,  etc.,  in  New  England  and  New  York  for  public 
internal  improvements.  Was  employed  by  the  City  of  Boston  to 
make  surveys  of  lakes  in  the  vicinity  for  the  introduction  of 
water;  the  result  being  that  he  reported  on  Spot  and  Mystic 
Ponds  as  good  sources  of  supply.  Subsequently  he  abandoned 
engineering  and  became  a  Solicitor  of  Patents,  being  the  first  to 
establish  the  business  in  this  country.  Up  to  18S0  he  has  been 
a  very  extensive  practitioner,  and,  in  all  probability,  has  procured 
for  Inventors  more  patents  than  any  other  person.  In  1838  he 
visited  Europe  for  examination  of  the  public  works  there,  such  as 
docks,  canals,  bridges,  railways,  water-works,  etc.;  was  with  the 
late  Elie  de  Beaumont  at  the  meeting  of  the  French  Institute, 
when  Arago,  the  President,  announced  the  discovery  of  the 
daguereotype,  —  being  the  only  American  present.  Some  three 
years  ago  was  elected  *'  Fellow  of  the  Royal  Historical  Society 
of  Great  Britain."

THE  EDDY  FAMILY  AS  BELATED  TO 
MIDDLEBOKO'. 


"VTTE  give  a  brief  sketch  of  the  Eddy  family  as  related  to 
^^     Middleboro' : — 

(1)  Samuel  Eddy,  the  Pilgrim,  who  was  the  head  of  this 
branch  of  the  familj*,  as  indeed  of  a  large  majority  of  all  who 
bear  the  name  of  Eddy  in  this  countr}',  lived  in  Pl^-mouth  till 
old  age.  His  name  appears  on  the  Old  Colony  Records  many 
times,  and  in  connection  with  various  transactions,  until  the 
3-ear  1662.  In  1685  his  name  is  in  a  deed  in  which  he  is 
designated  "  of  Ph-mouth,  residing  M  Swansea,"  and  he  finally 
died  in  the  latter  place  in  1688,  aged  80  years. 

While  the  posteritj'  of  Samuel  is  verj-  numerous,  that  of  his 
brother  John,  who  removed  from  Plj'mouth  in  1632  and  with 
others  settled  in  Watertown,  is  comparatively  few. 

Samuel  left  four  sons,  John,  Zechariah,  Caleb,  and  Obadiah, 
and  one  daughter,  Hannah.  John,  the  eldest,  settled  in  Taun- 
ton, and  subsequently  removed  to  the  Vineyard.  Among  his 
descendants  are  the  late  Rev.  Chauncey  Edd}',  D.D.,  and  Rev. 
Ansel  D.  Edd}',  D.D.,  widel}'  known  as  eminent  preachers  of 
the  Gospel.  Caleb  and  Zechariah  settled  in  Swansea,  where 
the}-  had  been  sent  in  their  bo^'hood  to  be  apprenticed,  and  died 
there,  leaving  large  families.  Mau}^  of  their  descendants  now 
live  in  Swansea,  Providence,  Fall  River,  and  Boston. 

Obadiah,  the  youngest  son  of  Samuel,  settled  in  Middle- 
boro', which  had  been  purchased  of  the  Indians  in  1661  for 
£70,  and  incorporated  in  1669  ;  every  transaction  in  relation 
thereto  being  fully  confirmed  by  the  court  at  Plymouth. 
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At  the  outbreak  of  the  Indian  war  in  1675,  all  the  settlers, 
comprising  sixteen  families,  fled  to  Pl3-mouth,  and  their  houses 
were  burned  by  the  Indians.  Thus  ended  this  first  attempt  at 
settlement. 

After  Philip's  War,  which  lasted  from  1675  to  1679,  the  origi- 
nal settlers,  of  whom  Obadiah  Edd}'  was  one,  "  without  baiting 
one  jot  of  heart  or  hope,"  returned  to  Middleboro',  rebuilt 
their  habitations  which  had  been  destroyed,  and  once  more  laid 
the  foundations  of  their  social,  civil,  and  religious  life.  Brave 
men  !  whose  courage  no  danger  intimidated ;  whose  unjielding 
purpose  no  adversity  could  thwart.  We  honor  j'our  names ! 
We  dwell  with  affectionate  reverence  on  3'our  memories  ! 

After  the  death  of  the  Pilgrim  Samuel  there  seems  to  have 
been  no  one  of  the  name  of  Eddy  left  in  Pl^'mouth.  The  original 
family  is  broken  up,  and  its  sons  are  already  established  in 
Middleboro',  Swansea,  and  Taunton.  And  these  places  now 
in  their  turn  become  historic  ground,  and  the  centres  of  a  new 
growth  from  which  the  lines  of  descent  go  forth  in  ever- widening 
circles,  till  to-daj'  they  touch  the  Pacific  slope. 

(2)  Obadiah,  the  son  of  Samuel,  was  a  large  landholder  in 
Middleboro',  having  succeeded  to  his  father's  share  of  "the 
26  mens  purchase,"  and  having  bought  out  the  rights  of  his 
brothers  Zechariah  and  Caleb. 

He  became  the  father  of  four  sons  and  three  daughters,  the 
eldest  being  born  1669.  The  spot  is  still  pointed  out  where  his 
first  house  stood,  that  was  burnt  by  the  Indians.  Near  b}^  its 
site  he  built  his  second  house. 

Saj's  one  who  passed  awa}'  in  1860,  in  his  80th  3'ear,  and 
whose  written  testimony  lies  before  us:  "In  1795  I  was  ac- 
quainted with  Dea.  Barnabas  Thompson,  then  93  years  old,  who 
well  knew  this  man  Obadiah  Eddy.  He  lived  in  that  part  of 
Middleboro',  now  Halifax,  near  Winetuxet  River,  and  he  pointed 
out  the  spot  where  his  house  stood.  It  was  hard  by  two  apple- 
trees  in  the  field  back  of  Nathan  Fuller's  house,  where  an  old 
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cellar  can  now  be  seen."  That  cellar  is  still  seen  and  those  old 
apple-trees  still  stand,  faithful  witnesses  of  bygone  generations. 
Within  the  memor}-  of  those  who  are  dwelling  on  the  place 
the  hearth-stone  of  the  old  house  was  taken  from  the  cellar,  and 
is  now  a  part  of  the  foundation-walls  of  another  house  built 
there  more  than  fift}'  j-ears  ago.  How  do  these  patriarchal 
lives  span  the  wide  intervals  and  bi'ing  us  near  our  origin,  and 
enable  us  to  solve  man}^  dark  historic  problems  which  otherwise 
were  too  difficult. 

Obadiah  died  in  1722,  aged  77  years,  having  divided  his 
estate  among  his  seven  children,  all  of  whom,  with  perhaps 
one  exception,  had  settled  near  him  in  the  patriarchal   st3ie. 

(3)  Samuel,  the  son  of  Obadiah,  the  son  of  Samuel  the 
Pilgrim,  owned  and  occupied  that  part  of  his  father's  estate 
which  includes  chiefly,  and  is  now  known  as,  Eddyville.  His 
house  stood  by  the  great  pear-trees,  long  a  landmark,  and 
famous  in  all  the  region  for  their  size  and  fruit.  It  stood  on 
a  gentle  knoll  with  a  spring  at  its  foot,  the  soil  being  fertile  and 
eas}^  of  tillage,  and  well  watered ;  while  the  whole  region  for 
miles  around  abounds  in  springs,  rivulets,  and  larger  bodies  of 
water.  In  such  highly-favored  localities  did  the  Pilgi'ims,  like 
the  earty  fathers  of  mankind,  pitch  their  tents. 

Samuel  married  Meletiah  Pratt,  Feb.  3,  1702.  She  was 
the  daughter  of  Jonathan  Pratt  of  Pl3-mouth,  son  of  Joshua 
the  Pilgrim,  who  came  over  in  the  third  ship,  Anne,  in  1623. 
And  thus  earW  were  allied  these  two  sturdy  Pilgrim  stocks. 
She  was  boi'u  in  the  fort,  during  Philip's  War,  Dec.  11,  1676, 
and  late  in  life  was  wont  to  say  that  ' '  she  could  remember 
when  the  Indians  were  ten  to  one  of  the  whites."  Her 
parents  dying  when  she  was  3-ouug,  she  was  brought  up  in 
the  famil}'  of  Ebenezer  Tinkham,  who  was  chosen  deacon  at 
the  organization  of  the  First  Church  in  1694.  Hence  she  and 
Samuel  —  who  was  born  one  }-ear  earlier,  1675  —  were  pla^'- 
mates,  and  no  doubt  lovers  from  their  vouth. 
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It  is  said  of  Meletiah  that  she  was  very  religious,  and  when 
her  children  were  sick  she  knelt  down  and  pra3-ed  with  them. 
Being  of  slender  constitution,  she  told  her  doctor  that  she  should 
not  live  long,  but  he  told  her  that  she  would  outlive  her  husband, 
who  was  more  robust,  and  she  did.  He  died  in  1752,  aged  77, 
and  she  died  in  1769,  aged  93  years. 

Several  autographs  of  Samuel  are  affixed  to  old  deeds,  and 
a  part  of  his  will  with  his  signature,  dated  1752,  is  pre- 
served, in  which  his  wife  and  his  son  Zechariah  are  appointed 
his  executors. 

Samuel  and  his  wife  Meletiah  joined  the  church  in  Middle- 
boro'  in  1715,  and  in  the  same  year  their  children  were 
baptized.  These,  in  the  order  of  their  births,  were  Samuel, 
Zechariah,  Meletiah,  Bennet,  and  Fear. 

When  his  house  was  burnt,  by  some  unexplained  casualty,  he 
built  another,  a  few  rods  further  south,  in  the  ^-ear  1721,  as  is 
well  ascertained.  Wegive  a  view  of  this  house,  which  will  be 
of  special  interest  to  all  who  are  in  the  line  of  Samuel,  son  of 
Obadiah.  It  is  the  oldest  house  existing  in  this  line  of  ancestry, 
and  is  to-da}^  in  good  preservation,  cheerful  and  homelike,  and 
exhibits  few  marks  of  its  great  age.  It  belongs  to  Caleb  F. 
Eddy  of  "West  Newton,  a  lineal  descendant  of  Samuel,  who 
with  his  family  of  ten  children  occupies  it  during  the  summer 
holidays  ;  a  quiet  retreat  from  business  and  stud}". 

(4)  Zechariah,  son  of  Samuel,  son  of  Obadiah,  son  of  Samuel 
the  Pilgrim,  received  from  his  father  the  homestead  and  all  the 
lands  adjoining,  being  a  part  of  "  the  26  mens  purchase."  The 
deed  is  a  deed  of  gift,  dated  in  1742,  ten  jeavs  before  that 
father's  death,  and  is  "in  consideration  of  the  love  and  good 
affection  I  have  and  do  bare  unto  my  son  Zechariah,"  —  the 
right  of  use  and  occupation,  however,  being  reserved  to  the 
parents  during  their  natural  life. 

The  elder  son,  Samuel  Jr.,  would  have  legitimatel}'^  sujcceeded 
to  the  homestead.     He  bore  the  father's  name   and   inherited 
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much  of  his  spirit  and  character.  But  he  had  ah-eady  been 
estabhshed  man}'  years  in  his  own  house  near  by,  now  known 
as  the  Clark  Place,  while  the  3-ounger  son,  later  married,  tarried 
at  home  with  the  parents.  This  Samuel,  we  ma^-  add,  was  a 
man  of  much  note  in  the  church  and  parish,  and  fulfilled  many 
unportant  services  for  each.  He  died  in  1746  at  the  earl}'  age 
of  36  3'ears,  much  honored  and  lamented.  His  two  sons, 
Nathan  and  Samuel,  many  years  later  removed  from  Middle- 
boro'.  Nathan  went  to  Vermont  and  there  died,  leaving  man}^ 
children,  from  whom  are  descended  Rev.  Zachar}'  Eddy,  D.D., 
and  Rev.  Hiram  Eddy,  D.D.  Samuel  removed  to  Coleraiue  in 
this  State,  and  when  his  house  was  burnt  he  went  thence  to 
Western  New  York,  where  he  died,  leaving  many  descendants, 
some  of  whom  settled  in  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  and  other  States. 
Nathan  died  in  1813,  aged  80  j^ears,  and  Samuel  in  1821,  aged 
79  years.  The}^  were  both  men  of  unusual  intelligence  and 
force  of  character. 

There  lies  before  us  a  letter  of  Samuel,  dated  Williamson, 
N.Y.,  1819,  written  in  his  77th  j-ear  to  his  cousin  Captain 
Joshua  Eddy  of  Middleboro',  which  in  point  of  language  and 
sentiment,  not  to  add  penmanship,  does  credit  to  the  head  and 
heart  of  this  venerable  man. 

"I  have  heard  nothing  from  you,"  he  says,  "nor  from  any 
of  my  friends  in  Middleboro'  for  a  long  time.  I  know  not  who 
are  living  nor  who  are  gone  into  the  eternal  world ;  nor  do  I 
know  whether  my  sister  is  living  or  not.  I  am  in  m}-  77th  3'ear, 
a  feeble  old  man,  full  of  the  infirmities  of  old  age,  and  for  several 
3'ears  past  have  been  looking  out  for  the  gi'im  messenger." 
Then  referring  to  the  matters  of  business  which  were  the  im- 
mediate object  of  his  writing,  and  in  a  style  so  clear,  exact,  and 
logical  as  indicates  none  of  "the  infirmities  of  old  age,"  he 
concludes  by  saj-ing:  "  I  should  be  ver}'  glad  of  an  intenaew 
with  you  and  to  recognize  the  dangers,  the  difficulties,  and  the 
privations  that  we  have  endured  together  at  Saratoga,  at  White 
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Marsh,  at  Valley  Forge,  and  at  Monmouth,  which  appear  now- 
like  a  di-eam,  I  shall  soon  quit  this  transitory  world,  this  world 
of  sin  and  sorrow.  I  hope  for  a  better  world ;  and  I  wish  we 
may  meet  in  that  happy  world.  I  add  only  my  sincere  love 
and  friendship,  m}'  love  to  my  sister  and  to  all  m}'  relations 
and  friends  that  are  living."  —  That  sister,  Susanna,  had  died 
two  years  before,  in  1817,  aged  81  j-ears. 

Zechariah,  now  the  only  surviving  son  of  Samuel,  son  of 
Obadiah,  lived  and  died  in  the  house  mentioned  built  by  his 
father.  He  was  the  father  of  twelve  children,  eight  sons  and 
four  daughters.  He  was  born  in  1712,  and  died  of  small-pox 
in  1777.  His  widow  died  in  1802.  After  her  death  the  house 
built  by  Samuel  and  bequeathed  to  Zechariah  was  moved  across 
the  street  to  its  present  situation,  and  the  house,  office,  and 
stable  which  are  given  in  the  view  here  presented  were  built. 
How  well  Zechariah  bore  up  the  family  name  may  be  judged 
by  the  following  record  which  is  left  of  him :  — 

"His  general  character  was  that  of  a  mild,  sedate,  and 
discreet  man,  well  informed  for  that  daj'.  He  was  of  slender 
habits  but  industrious,  and  called  by  the  town  and  parish  to 
man}^  public  services.  He  was  a  warm  Whig,  and  four  or  five 
of  his  sons  were  in  th§  Revolutionary  arm}-,  two  of  whom  died 
in  the  service.  He  had  several  interviews  with  Judge  Oliver, 
who  was  a  Tory,  and  who  endeavored  to  terrify  him  with  the 
power  of  England,  but  without  success." 

His  eldest  son  John  was  a  mathematician  and  an  astrono- 
mer. When  a  youth  he  would  repair  to  the  attic  and  spend 
the  live-long  day  absorbed  in  his  favorite  pursuits,  and  deaf 
to  ever}^  call.  At  the  age  of  twenty  j'ears  he  published  an 
almanac  for  1759,  and  also  one  for  1760.  The  latter  lies  before 
us,  a  well-executed  work  of  good  type  and  paper,  and  verj^ 
like  in  its  general  features  to  the  "  Old  Farmer's  Almanac." 
The  title-page  is  gone.  In  the  preface  the  author  sa3's,  "These 
calculations,  I  belie-v^  and  do  not  doubt,  my  readers  will  find 
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to  agree  very  near  the  truth.  Some  may  condemn  what  is 
here  -wrote,  perhaps,  for  nonsense  and  folly ;  but  I  shall  have 
this  for  m}'  consolation,  that  the  world  is  a  scene  of  foil}',  and 
strange  if  an  almanack  maker  may  not  have  his  part  therein." 

"With  this  spice  of  wit,  John  Eddy  ga^-e  his  second  almanac 
to  the  world,  "  Middleboi'o',  Sept.,  1759."  It  was  printed  in 
this  village,  and  from  the  first  press  established  in  this  town, 
if  not  the  first  in  this  county.  Prof.  West  of  Providence 
said  of  this  almanac  that  '  ^  it  was  the  best  that  was  made  at 
that  time."  This  j^outhful  student  of  nature's  laws,  this  serene 
and  ardent  lover  of  the  stars,  so  enthusiastic  and  so  untiring 
in  his  devotion,  disappointed  the  bright  hopes  of  his  early 
promise.  He  died  prematurely  at  Crown  Point,  in  the  old 
French  War,  at  the  age  of  24  j'ears,  leaving  a  wife  and  one 
daughter.  Three  other  sons  of  Zechariah,  viz.,  Zechariah, 
Thomas,  and  Samuel,  removed  to  Vermont,  from  whom  many 
of  the  name  of  Eddy  are  descended  in  that  State.  But  we  pass 
in  our  review  to  the  next  generation. 

(5)  Joshua,  the  fifth  son  of  Zechariah,  and  of  the  fifth  gen- 
eration from  Samuel  the  Pilgrim,  built  his  house  hard  by  the 
paternal  roof,  and  with  the  homestead  and  lands  of  his  father 
Zechariah  possessed  much  of  his  Pilgrim  spii'it  and  blood. 
He  enlisted  in  the  army  of  the  Revolution,  and,  raising  a 
compan}'  of  eighty  men  in  the  vicinit}-  of  his  home,  marched  to 
the  Hudson  to  resist  the  progress  of  Burg03'ne.  He  served 
during  four  campaigns,  from  1775  to  1778  inclusive,  and  was 
at  the  siege  of  Boston  and  the  battles  of  Saratoga  and  Mon- 
mouth, and  in  all  the  operations  in  New  Jersey  in  the  year  1778. 

On  his  return  from  the  war  he  settled  down  to  the  quiet 
pursuits  of  his  farm,  to  iron  manufacturing,  and  to  trading, 
employing  many  men,  and  at  one  time  building  a  schooner  on 
Taunton  River,  near  Woodward's  Bridge,  which  he  launched 
and  floated  down  to  the  ba}'. 

He  was  noted  for  his  business  tact,  enterprise,  and  activity, 
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and  in  all  his  dealings  was  a  man  of  singular  integi'ity  and 
uprightness.  To  the  bold,  stern,  and  fearless  qualities  of  his 
nature  he  allied  the  most  tender  and  affectionate  s^-mpathies. 
He  was  kind,  warm-hearted,  and  generous,  while  just,  authori- 
tative, and  requiring.  Tall  and  robust  and  of  sound  discretion, 
others  bowed  to  his  opinion  and  treated  him  with  deferential 
awe.  The  most  humble,  consistent,  and  unaffected  pietj-  dif- 
fused itself  throughout  his  whole  life.  Preeminently  was  he  a 
man  of  prayer  and  strict  in  every  observance  of  religious  dut3\ 
Long  after  his  sons  were  grown  to  manhood  and  settled 
around  him  in  theu'  own  families,  he  enjoined  upon  them  to 
come  in  and  gather  about  the  old  famil}^  altar  on  the  Sabbath  ; 
and  one  evening  every  week  he  conducted  religious  exercises 
in  his  house,  which  his  sons  regarded  a  duty  and  a  privilege 
to  attend.  Nothing  surely  was  ever  more  beautiful  and 
impressive  than  those  free,  social,  religious  gatherings  of  one 
famil}',  of  different  members  and  ages  and  of  one  faith,  —  "  the 
church  that  was  in  his  house."  The  memory  and  the  influence 
of  those  meetings  abide,  although  the  aged  patriarch  who  was 
their  life  and  inspiration  has  slept  in  his  grave  for  nearly  half 
a  century.     He  died  in  1833,  aged  85  years. 

The  wife  of  Joshua  was  L^'dia  Paddock,  who  on  her 
mother's  side  was  a  lineal  descendant  of  Elder  Faunce  and 
Governor  Bradford,  and  was  worthy  of  her  lineage.  She  was 
intelligent,  pious,  and  discreet,  and  to  her  chiefly  was  com- 
mitted the  training  of  their  numerous  children,  a  duty  which 
she  fulfilled  with  marked  and  exemplar}^  care.  A  large  circle 
of  living  grandchildren  remember  with  grateful  pride  the  many 
excellent  virtues  of  this  godly  pair.  We  give  in  these  pages 
pictures  of  Joshua  Eddy  and  wife.  They  are  copies  of  por- 
traits painted  more  than  fifty  years  ago  by  an  eminent  artist 
of  this  town  in  their  advanced  age,  and  not  fitly  representing 
them  as  they  were  in  the  freshness  and  vigor  of  their  powers, 
"before  the  eye  was  dimmed  and  the  natural  force  abated." 
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Still  they  are  excellent  likenesses,  and  of  priceless  value  as  the 
oldest  family  portraits  and  of  the  earliest  remembered  couple 
in  this  line. 

(6)  We  pass  to  the  next  generation,  and  the  final  one  of 
which  we  propose  to  write.  The  children  of  Joshua,  the  sixth 
generation  from  Samuel  the  Pilgrim,  were  eight  sons  and 
two  daughters.  One  son  died  in  infanc}'.  Among  the  nine 
surviving  children,  Joshua  the  father,  while  living,  divided 
the  most  of  his  estate,  after  the  ancestral  example,  giving  to 
each  a  fair  start  in  life.  Five  of  these  sons  settled  almost 
within  the  shadow  of  the  old  homestead.  They  reared  large 
families  and  passed  away  in  a  ripe  age. 

Joshua,  the  first-born  of  Joshua  and  a  noble  exponent  of 
that  father,  built  his  house  next  door  to  his  father's,  and  was 
widely  known  and  respected  during  his  long  and  useful  life. 
He  gave  most  diligent  care  to  his  business,  was  exact  and 
correct  in  all  his  dealings,  of  sound  discretion,  firm  in  prin- 
ciple, decided  in  action,  constant  in  religious  dut}',  and  fulfilled 
ever}'  public  and  private  trust  with  honor  and  fidelity.  Calm, 
collected,  and  scrupulous,  there  was  much  in  his  example  to 
excite  admiration  and  respect.  Of  fine  visage  and  of  com- 
manding presence,  it  is  a  matter  of  deep  regret  that  his 
prejudices  never  yielded  to  the  solicitation  of  his  friends,  and 
that  no  portrait  of  him  is  preserved.  He  died  in  1863,  aged 
85  years,  leaving  two  sons  and  five  daughters. 

Zechariah,  second  son  of  Joshua,  possessed  unusual  natural 
gifts  and  was  liberally  educated.  He  was  the  most  distin- 
guished citizen  of  Middleboro'.  He  had  perhaps  no  superior 
at  the  bar  in  legal  attainments.  To  his  most  extensive  knowl- 
edge of  books,  to  the  finest  and  most  cultivated  taste,  were 
united  the  most  genial  disposition  and  the  highest  conversa- 
tional powers,  which  rendered  his  society  exceedingly  attractive. 
He  was  universally  honored  and  loved  for  his  purity,  sincerity, 
and  benevolence ;  for  his  single  and  ingenuous  aim ;    for  his 
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humble,  disinterested,  and  Christian  spirit ;  for  his  consistent, 
exemplary,  and  well-nigh  perfect  life.  He  lived  and  died  in 
the  house  which  he  built  on  the  foundations  of  his  grandfather 
Zechariah  and  his  great-grandfather  Samuel  before  him ;  but 
his  name  rests  on  the  more  imperishable  basis  of  justice, 
truth,  and  benignity.  He  died  in  1860,  in  the  80th  3-ear  of 
his  age,  leaving  two  daughters,  —  five  sons  and  three  daughters 
having  deceased. 

Ebenezer,  the  third  son  of  Joshua,  was  not  in  his  general 
characteristics  unlike  his  elder  brothers.  He  built  his  house 
a  half-mile  remote  on  a  spot  naturally  picturesque  and  beautiful, 
and  in  connection  with  his  farm  was  engaged  in  iron  smelting 
and  casting.  He  was  of  athletic  fi'ame,  of  industrious  habit 
and  enterprising,  of  good  abilities  and  character,  but  died  early, 
aged  46  3-ears,  leaving  three  sons  and  two  daughters. 

Nathaniel,  the  fourth  son  of  Joshua,  inherited  the  ph3-sical 
and  mental  lineaments  of  his  father  more  than  either  of  his 
brothers.  Like  him  he  was  ver}^  devout  and  strict  in  religious 
observances,  very  simple  and  unostentatious  in  manner,  firm, 
judicious,  and  commanding,  of  dignified  bearing,  and  alwaj's 
won  the  confidence  and  respect  of  those  with  whom  he  was 
associated.  Of  clear  and  decided  views,  and  ardentl}'  attached 
to  the  faith  and  order  of  the  fathers,  he  was  sincere,  warm- 
hearted, and  charitable.  He  twice  declined  the  office  of  deacon 
to  which  he  was  elected.  Like  his  brothers  he  had  no  ambi- 
tious aim,  but  his  counsel  was  highly  valued  in  the  church  and 
parish,  and  his  influence  widely  felt  and  commended.  Of  grand 
physical  proportions,  of  strong  and  capacious  mind,  he  achieved 
much  worldly  success,  and  for  fortj'  j^ears  was  associated 
with  his  brother  William  in  the  manufacture  of  ironware  and 
shovels,  the  transactions  in  relation  to  which  often  took  him 
from  home.  He  died  in  1869,  in  the  84th  3-ear  of  his  age, 
leaving  two  sons  and  three  daughters,  one  son  having  previously 
died. 
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William  S.,  the  fifth  sou  of  Joshua,  in  connection  with  his 
uncommon  business  talent,  was  distinguished  for  his  strong 
personal  attachments,  his  warm  social  feelings,  his  tender 
domestic  ties,  his  kind,  loving  heart.  His  home,  from  which 
he  rarely  went,  was  his  life's  centre  and  thought,  and  he  spared 
neither  expense  nor  pains  to  render  it  attractive  in  its  sur- 
roundings and  pleasant  to  the  eye.  His  hospitality  was  un- 
bounded ;  he  was  generous  to  a  fault.  Living  in  the  bosom 
of  his  family,  courting  the  companionship  of  his  friends,  he 
was  peculiarl}'  dear  to  them  all.  He  built  his  house  near 
Mount  Carmel,  on  a  gentle  rise  of  ground  sloping  down  to  the 
pond,  and  overlooking  the  stream  on  which  were  his  shovel 
works,  then  of  wide  note  for  their  size  and  extent  of  business. 
He  was  a  man  of  great  benevolence  and  magnanimity,  and  all 
his  affairs  were  most  carefuUj^  conscientiousl}',  and  honorably 
managed.  He  died  in  1874,  aged  86  3'ears,  leaving  one  son 
and  three  daughters,  other  children  having  died  in  earl}^  life. 

John  Milton,  the  seventh  and  the  youngest  son  of  Joshua, 
was  conspicuous  among  his  brothers  for  his  height,  being  six 
feet  and  four  inches.  He  was  of  manl}'  form,  of  large  and 
brilliant  eye,  of  animated  and  clieerful  countenance,  of  strong 
social  tendencies,  and  of  the  most  tender  sensibilities,  highly 
intelligent  and  capable,  of  stirring  activity,  of  uncompromising 
principle,  and  generous  in  every  impulse.  He  removed  to 
California  in  the  j^ear  1850,  and  died  in  1862,  aged  62  years, 
leaving  children  in  that  State. 

Morton,  the  sixth  son  of  Joshua,  and  the  last  of  his  genera- 
tion, still  lives,  in  his  84th  3'ear,  of  unimpaired  mental  and 
physical  vigor,  and  honored  and  respected  of  all  who  know  him. 

Of  the  daughtei's  of  Joshua,  son  of  Zechariah,  Lydia  married 
Barzillia  Crane  and  died  in  1842,  aged  55  j-ears,  leaving  a 
large  family  of  sons  and  daughters.  Jane  married  Asahel 
Hathewa}',  and  died  in  1853,  aged  62  j-ears,  with  one  surviv- 
ing daughter.     They  were  intelligent  and  refined,  modest  and 
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retiring,  and  to  their  natural  gracefulness  and  beauty  added  the 
most  lovely  Christian  spirit. 

This  sixth  generation  from  Samuel,  more  than  any  that  pre- 
ceded, has  given  its  name  and  character  to  Edd^'ville.  The 
family  seems  to  have  reached  its  culmination,  its  highest  point 
of  advancement,  in  the  children  of  Joshua,  rendering  it  quite 
unique  and  exceptional  among  even  our  best  New  England 
families.  These  seven  sons  were  all  men  of  mark,  remarkable 
in  physique,  and  combined  great  strength  and  worth  of  char- 
acter—  noble  sons  of  a  noble  sire.  They  were  tall  and  erect 
(no  one  less  than  six  feet) ,  of  massive  frame  and  well  propor- 
tioned, intelligent,  circumspect,  and  of  princel}'  bearing.  The 
purest  virtues  adorned  their  lives.  The  communit}^  in  which 
the}'  lived  felt  the  elevating  influence  of  their  example,  turned 
to  them  with  admiring  regard,  and  marked  then-  superiorit3% 
Five  of  their  estates  joined,  a  part  of  the  "  26  mens  purchase," 
now  in  the  family  more  than  two  hundred  years.  They  dwelt 
together  in  closest  fraternal  sympathy,  mutually  helpful  in  every 
good  work,  kind,  considerate,  and  condescending  to  aU,  loving 
and  loved.  They  dignified  human  nature,  exhibiting  its  highest 
forms  of  development,  and  presented  ever  the  power  of  a  holy, 
simple,  and  sublime  faith.  Is  it  not  unusual,  is  it  not  a  rare 
sight  to  see  men  of  such  type,  of  such  stalwart  growth  of 
principle  and  character,  born  under  one  roof,  children  of  one 
parent,  occupying  the  seats  of  two  centuries,  governed  by  the 
same  lofty  aim,  and  living  and  dying  in  the  same  joyful  ex- 
periences and  hopes  ? 

This  is  Eddyville,  rightly  named,  loved  and  honored  for  the 
fathers'  sakes.  Its  intellectual,  social,  and  manly  growths 
have  given  it  a  name  and  an  interest  beyond  any  merely 
natural  features  of  beauty.  But  there  is  a  chai-m  in  its  fields 
and  forests,  in  its  springs  and  rivulets  and  overhanging  skies. 
Nature  seems  here  to  smile  with  unwonted  loveliness.  Mem- 
ories of  childhood  and  youth  here  cluster  thick  and  precious.

While  much  is  changed  as  generations  have  come  and  gone, 
the  grand  lives  which  have  here  been  lived  and  the  noble 
characters  here  wrought  out  abide  in  their  undying  presence, 
in  their  effaceless  impress.  Nature  indeed  has  not  changed. 
The  rocks  and  hills  and  meadows  keep  their  primeval  form 
and  beauty.  The  same  sun  that  looked  into  the  windows  and 
warmed  the  furrows  and  lighted  the  steps  of  the  venerable 
dead  fulfils  the  same  offices  to-da}^ ;  and  sun  and  sky  and 
field  and  habitation  bring  us  into  close  and  constant  com- 
munion with  their  spirits : 

"The  dead  are  like  the  stars  by  day, 
"Withdrawn  from  mortal  eye, — 
But  not  extinct,  —  they  hold  their  way 
In  glory  through  the  sky." 

To  revert  to  the  more  important  characteristics  of  the  family 
whose  history  we  have  noted,  we  say  that  in  all  its  generations 
it  has  exhibited  a  striking  uniformity  and  likeness  of  character, 
true  to  its  antecedents,  loyal  to  its  birthright.  In  exceptional 
cases  individuals  have  risen  above  the  general  household  level 
and  attained  special  eminence  in  learning  and  rank.  But  the 
family  as  such  has  been  marked  by  its  manlj-  forms  ;  its  innate 
vitality  and  long  life  ;  its  numerous  off'spring ;  its  unalienated 
inheritances ;  its  worldly  industr^^,  enterprise,  and  thrift ;  its 
strong  social  and  domestic  ties ;  its  good  sense,  intelligence, 
and  generosity ;  its  sobriet}',  decorum,  and  uprightness ;  its 
patriotic  spirit,  and  its  devotion  to  religious  principle.  And 
what  we  say  of  this  particular  branch  we  doubt  not  may  be 
said  with  truth  of  other  branches  that  bear  the  Eddy  name.

Our  sketch  of  the  Middleboro'  bi-anch  of  the  Edd}'  Farail}' 
would  be  hicomplete  without  a  further  notice  of  its  most  eminent 
son,  Zechariah  Edd3>  who  by  his  natural  gifts  and  acquirements 
contributed  so  much  to  the  honor  and  fair  name  of  Eddyville 
and  its  associated  families.  We  speak  of  him  in  the  conviction 
that,  in  the  whole  ancestral  line,  there  is  no  one  who  has  at- 
tained greater  distinction  for  learning  and  high  moral  and  Chris- 
tian worth. 

The  second  son  of  Joshua,  he  was  born  in  1780,  and  gradu- 
ated from  Brown  University  in  1799,  with  the  second  honors 
of  his  class.  Having  pursued  the  study  of  the  law,  he  estab- 
lished himself  in  its  practice  in  the  retired  spot  of  his  childhood, 
and  by  his  talents,  diligence,  and  culture  rose  to  the  first  rank 
in  his  profession.  Of  studious  habits  and  of  capacious  memor}*, 
he  mastered  many  branches  of  knowledge,  and  was  equally'"  at 
home  in  law,  literature,  theologj',  and  civil  government.  Men 
of  various  professions  and  in  various  departments  of  study  were 
drawn  to  him  and  sought  his  assistance,  cooperation,  and 
advice.  Clients  and  lawyers  came  from  near  and  far,  and 
with  assurance  submitted  their  most  intricate  cases  to  his 
profound  legal  discrimination.  Being  a  personal  friend  of  Mr. 
Webster,  he  was  at  times  associated  with  him  in  the  most 
difficult  suits,  the  great  pleader  rehing  upon  him  for  the 
outline  of  the  argument  and  the  points  of  the  law. 

In  a  letter  to  his  son  in  college,  in  1833,  he  saj^s,  "  I 
have  just  returned  from  PljTuouth,  seventy-one  cases  on  the 
docket."     This  evinces   the   extent    to    which    litigation    was 
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carried  fift}^  j'ears  ago.  The  Massachusetts  Reports  contain 
about  three  hundred  cases  which  he  argued,  and  which  were 
carrried  up  to  the  Supreme  Bencli  on  questions  of  law. 
What  then  were  the  number  of  his  cases  in  the  lower  courts 
during  a  practice  of  forty  3'ears?  It  is  well  known  that, 
by  his  judicious  advice  and  conciliatory  spirit,  by  his  knowl- 
edge of  men  and  his  extraordinary  influence  over  them,  he 
kept  more  cases  out  of  court  than  he  carried  into  it.  He 
was  a  peacemaker.  He  stood  like  a  tower  of  strength 
between  contending  parties,  calm,  dignified,  sagacious  ;  holding 
the  troubled  elements  of  human  passion  in  his  firm  and  skilful 
grasp,  and  winning  the  approbation  and  support  of  friend 
and  foe.  There  w^as  no  one  who  did  not  admit  his  superior 
wisdom,  feel  the  savor  of  his  influence,  and  confide  in  his  stain- 
less honor  and  truthfulness.  These  qualities  made  him  great 
and  were  the  ground  of  his  peculiar  favor  and  success. 

His  office  became  for  a  long  time  a  school  for  young  students 
in  the  law,  and  many  resorted  to  it  from  the  city  and  the 
country.  Sometimes,  with  much  pleasantry,  it  was  called  a 
theological  school.  For  some  of  those  3'oung  men  became 
ministers,  and  some  who  entered  as  ministers  went  away 
lawyers.     He  gave  his  most  hearty  support  to  each  profession. 

His  knowledge  of  the  Scriptures  was  accurate  and  profound, 
and  there  were  few  passages,  however  intricate,  which  he  had 
not  studied,  and  in  regard  to  which  he  could  not  give  a  con- 
sistent interpretation.  Being  intimate  with  sacred  history,  well 
read  in  the  writings  of  the  fathers,  and  in  modern  works  of 
theology,  he  was  often  an  authorit}'  in  each.  Eminent  divines 
came  to  him,  and  with  the  most  evident  satisfaction  listened 
to  his  religious  conversation  and  doctrinal  views.  Man}'  of 
these  views,  on  practical  and  controverted  subjects,  were  con- 
tributed to  the  religious  press.  Imbibing  with  the  first  breath 
the  Pilgrim  spirit,  grateful  for  his  origin  and  deepl}'  conversant 
with  the   principles   and   order  of   the   congi-egational  polit}*, 
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familiar  with  the  rules  and  precedents  of  the  churches  from 
the  beginning,  no  one  was  better  fitted  to  expound  those 
principles  and  define  the  rights  of  both  pastors  and  people. 
Hence  he  was  designated  the  "  ecclesiastical  law^'er,"  and  by 
his  wi'itten  opinions  and  b}'  his  frequent  appeai*ance  before 
councils  he  did  an  immense  and  praiseworth}^  service  for  the 
denomination  to  which  he  belonged. 

But  always  and  in  ever3'thing  he  was  humble,  simple, 
unostentatious,  open  to  conviction,  unconscious  of  self,  and 
guileless.  He  was  averse  to  formalism,  conceit,  and  religious 
cant,  opposed  to  bigotry,  and  insisted  upon  the  supremacy  of 
conscience.  Catholic  in  every  feeling,  open  in  fellowship, 
liberal  toward  all  who  differed  from  hiin,  and  large-hearted,  he 
encouraged  universal  peace,  charit}',  and  good  will.  His  very 
look  was  love.  He  seemed  a  personal  friend  to  ever}'  man. 
Every  neighbor  sought  him  in  trouble,  his  best  and  most  con- 
scientious adviser.  His  whole  pathway  was  strown  with  the 
sweetest  charities,  and  a  moral  grandeur  and  impressive  dignity 
pervaded  his  person.  His  home  was  peculiarly  one  of  social 
and  domestic  attraction,  overflowing  with  the  freest  hospi- 
talities—  himself  the  central  object  of  every  heart.  Endowed 
with  the  finest  sensibilities  and  the  rarest  tastes,  intensely 
tender  and  s^-mpathetic,  he  loved  much  and  enjoj'ed  much 
in  the  dearest  relations  of  life,  and  he  also  suffered  much. 
He  rarely  went  from  home  save  at  the  call  of  dut}-,  and 
he  returned  as  soon  as  the  burden  was  lifted,  with  a  light 
heart  and  beaming  countenance. 

His  fondness  for  little  children  was  remarkable.  No  one 
could  win  their  confidence  and  gain  their  ear  and  draw  their 
person  so  well  as  he.  He  would  turn  to  them  from  his  books. 
There  were  lessons  of  higher  wisdom  and  nicer  beauties  and 
adaptations  in  a  child's  mind  than  he  found  in  his  encj'clopa?- 
dias.  With  what  sweet  delight  would  he  hear  their  childish 
prattle,  watch  every  artless  waj',  nurture  their  tender,  delicate, 
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and  struggling  thought,  study  their  preferences  and  individual 
bent,  mark  their  dail}'  progress,  and  tell  their  triumphs.  In 
the  house  of  strangers  and  by  the  wa^'side,  with  ineffable 
dignity  he  would  recognize  and  approach  them,  greet  them 
with  a  smile,  ask  their  names,  extend  the  open  hand,  and  teU 
some  pleasing  incident.  And  the  oldest  as  well  as  the  3-oungest 
would  be  drawn  and  captivated  b}-  his  words.  In  all  his  treat- 
ment, discipline,  and  teaching  of  children  he  entirely  reversed 
the  Puritanic  methods  and  rules. 

But  his  own  home  was  made  desolate  bej^ond  the  common 
lot  of  men.  The  pet  lamb  of  the  flock,  the  3'oungest  idol  of 
his  heart,  was  taken,  after  a  lingering  sickness,  in  the  fourteenth 
year  of  her  age.  The  next  3'ear  a  son  died,  gifted  bej'oud 
his  years,  a  ready  writer,  and  about  to  enter  on  his  professional 
career.  The  father  had  gone  with  him  to  the  West  Indies 
in  the  delusive  hope  that  a  change  of  climate  would  repair 
his  shattered  health.  He  left  him  among  foreigners,  buried 
in  the  lone  isle,  and  returned  bowed  under  his  great  grief  and 
desolate.  The  next  3'ear  another  son,  now  more  than  ever  the 
solace  and  staff  of  his  heart,  having  alread3^  achieved  success  in 
the  practice  of  the  law,  passed  awa3'  under  the  paternal  roof. 
And  then  the  same  3'ear  died  another  daughter,  leaving  three 
motherless  children.  Thus  were  removed  one  b3'  one,  in  rapid 
succession,  his  earthl3'  treasures,  till  of  a  famil3'  of  ten  children 
onl3'  two  survived  to  soothe  his  heart  and  bless  his  later  3'ears. 
And  yet  in  all  these  overwhelming  sorrows  he  exhibited  such  a 
spirit  of  resignation  and  peace,  such  quiet  and  patient  suffering, 
such  tender  and  abiding  trust,  such  sweet  and  thoughtful  sub- 
mission, as  are  most  remarkable  and  rare  to  see.  His  religious 
hope  in  all  its  sincerity  and  genuineness  shone  forth  in  peculiar 
splendor  out  of  the  depths  of  his  unutterable  bereavements. 

"  The  soul  that's  filled  with  virtue's  light 
Shines  brightest  in  affliction's  night, 
And  sees  in  darkness  beams  of  hope." 
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Saj'S  one  who  from  earl}'  life  knew  Zechariah  Edcty  inti- 
matel}',  and  observed  Iiim  in  every  public  and  private  relation  : 
I  never  shall  forget  his  image  nor  the  impression  he  made  upon 
me.  His  life  and  character  at  this  distance  and  separation  rise 
before  me  as  intrinsically  the  greatest,  truest,  and  best  I  have 
ever  known.  He  was  free  from  artifice  ;  separate  from  everj'- 
thing  low,  grovelling,  and  selfish ;  frank  in  everj-  feeling  and 
uttterance ;  pure  in  every  motive,  and  upright  and  ingenuous 
in  ever}'  action.  He  seemed  endowed  most  truly  with  ever}'- 
thing  that  ennobles  and  exalts  humanity,  while  he  was  devoid 
of  everj'thing  corrupt  and  debasing.  His  life  was  great,  —  not 
in  its  adventure,  not  in  its  startling  achievements  or  sudden 
surprises  of  genius,  for  he  shunned  public  gaze ;  he  sought 
retirement  and  the  society  of  his  friends,  and  had  no  love  of 
worldly  strife,  ambition,  and  applause,  —  but  it  was  great  in 
its  capabilities,  its  inherent  excellencies  ;  its  self-control  and 
unperturbed  spirit ;  its  uniform  and  well-balanced  powers  ;  its 
correct  intuitive  and  logical  judgments  ;  its  acquu-ed  treasures 
of  knowledge  ;  its  intimate  acquaintance  with  books,  men,  and 
public  afl'airs  ;  its  loyalty  to  truth ;  its  fidelity  to  principle  and 
duty ;  its  warm  and  unalterable  attachments ;  its  clear  and 
comprehensive  perceptions  ;  its  patient  endurance  in  adversity  ; 
its  refined  social  fitnesses  ;  its  sublime  and  trustful  faith.  These 
things  made  him  great,  gave  him  an  unequalled  preeminence. 
So  that,  judged  by  the  highest  standards,  and  placed  in  the 
best  circles  of  the  learned,  the  great,  and  the  good,  he  would 
scarcely  find  his  peer.  I  am  aware  that  my  language  will 
seem  extravagant  to  some,  —  more  like  eulogy  and  the  pas- 
sionate admiration  of  friendship,  —  but  it  will  not  seem  so 
to  those  who  knew  him,  for  he  was  as  much  superior  to 
mere  praise  and  encomium  as  he  was  far  from  ever  seeking 
it.  He  was  in  all  respects  grand,  complete,  and  gifted  beyond 
the  poor  forms  of  words  to  express. 

Who  that  e\er  saw  will  forget  his  majestic   form ;   his   fine 
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Eoman  head ;  his  deep-set,  mild,  and  expressive  eyes ;  his 
thoughtful,  penetrating  look ;  his  broad,  over-hanging,  and 
intellectual  brow ;  his  sweet,  persuasive  voice ;  his  beautiful, 
beaming  smile ;  his  whole  countenance  irradiated  with  the 
sunlight  of  a  higher  sphere,  transfigured  by  the  glory  of  his 
gi'eat  soul  dwelling  within.  Such  a  life,  such  a  character, 
such  a  man,  excites  our  deepest  reverence,  demands  our  most 
grateful  love. 
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THE    FIRST    PARISH    CHURCH    IN 
MIDDLEBORC. 


The  Eddy  Family  in  its  religious  life  is  a  scion  of  the  Church 
of  England.  Its  earliest  ancestor  hitherto  traceable  is  the  Rev. 
"William  Edd^'e,  Vicar  of  the  Church  in  Cranbrook  from  1589 
to  161G,  —  a  useful,  able,  and  godly  pastor,  and  to  this  day 
held  in  pleasing  and  deserved  remembrance  hy  the  people  of 
that  ancient  church. 

Of  his  faTuily  of  twelve  children,  his  two  sons,  John  and 
Samuel,  and  a  daughter,  Abigail,  came  to  this  country  in  1630, 
landing  at  Plymouth.  The}'  are  the  honored  ancestors  of  the 
large  family  of  Eddy  in  this  countrj'.  They  bore  with  them 
the  paternal  spirit  and  character,  and  were  zealous  for  the 
principles  of  religious  liberty  and  the  word  and  worship  of  God. 
Then-  numerous  descendants  to  this  day  have  been  character- 
ized b}'  the  same  spirit. 

"We  have  given  a  view  of  the  grand  old  church  in  Cran- 
brook, where  "William  Eddye  fulfilled  his  ministrj'  of  twent}'- 
seven  jxars  and  where  his  qhildren  were  baptized.  "We  also 
give  a  view  of  the  First  Church  in  Middleboro',  which  claims 
some  historic  interest,  with  whose  existence  and  growth  the 
Middleboro'  branch  of  the  family  has  been  closely  identified 
from  the  beginning. 

CuANBROOK  and  Middleboro'  sustain  the  relation  of  parent 
and  child,  —  Cranbrook  the  mother  of  us  all;  Middleboro', 
a  daughter  born  a  century  later,  now  the  mother  of  a  large 
offspring,  scattered  far  and  near  over  the  land,  and  filling 
man}'  important  ofldces  and  relations  in  Church  and  State,  as 
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lawyers,  judges,  ph3'sicians,  ministers,  artisans,  and  artists. 
It  is  a  family  of  which  one  may  not  be  ashamed,  of  whose 
record  we  maj^  be  justly  proud. 

There  are  many  families  of  the  Eddy  name  still  in  active 
membership  with  this  church.  There  are  many  others  who 
have  gone  forth  from  it,  and  are  now  connected  with  other 
churches,  who  turn  back  ever  to  this  with  the  warmest  filial 
love  as  their  first  religious  birth-place  and  home. 

The  edifice,  of  which  we  give  a  view,  is  the  fourth  which 
has  stood  near  the  same  foundations.  The  first  was  compara- 
tively a  rude  affair,  and  was  built  soon  after  King  Philip's  "War, 
about  the  year  1680.  Each  edifice  in  succession  has  been  more 
of  a  praise  than  its  predecessor,  till  the  present  structure  was 
erected  in  1828.  It  was  built  lai'gelj^  b}"  the  encouragement 
and  cooperation  of  the  sixth  generation  from  Samuel  the  Pil- 
grim, and  when  in  the  prime  of  its  intellectual  strength  and 
temporal  prosperity.  It  was  ver^^  much  of  an  undertaking  for 
a  country  parish  separated  from  the  wealth,  population,  and 
enterprise  of  larger  communities.  The  cost  of  construction, 
however,  was  easily  met,  and  was  far  less  at  that  time  than  it 
would  be  now.  When  built  it  was  considered  the  finest  church 
edifice  in  Plj'mouth  County,  and  is  even  now  remarkable  for  its 
architectural  beauty.  Its  grand,  stately  proportions,  its  fine 
Ionic  fafade,  impress  every  beholder,  while  there  is  an  inspu'a- 
tion  within  its  walls  rarely  met.  Its  beautiful  mahogany  pulpit 
and  its  rich  silk  damask  curtain,  which  are  models  of  their 
kind,  give  a  very  pleasing  and  solemn  effect. 

"Whitfield  preached  in  the  former  church.  Dr.  L3TQan  Beecher 
preached  the  dedication  sermon  of  this.  He  was  wont  to  say 
that  there  was  no  such  Sabbath  congregation  out  of  Boston 
composed  of  so  man}'  noble  and  educated  men. 

Five  of  the  Eddy  families  occupied  pews  on  the  broad  aisle, 
and  many  other  families  of  no  less  marked  physiognomy,  char- 
acter, and  bearing   filled  the  surrounding  seats,  and  gave  the 
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assembly  and  worship  their  peculiar  aspect.  This  church,  where 
the  fathers  worshipped,  whose  prayers  ascended  from  its  altar, 
whose  walls  were  reared  by  their  bounty  and  consecrated  by 
their  faith,  maj^  well  be  held  in  lasting  veneration  by  their 
childi'en. 
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
